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A REPUBLICAN MAJORIT 


THE BLAINE MEN WIN THE FIGHT 
IN OHIO. 

RETURNS FROM ONE-THIRD OF THE STATE 
SHOWING A REPUBLICAN PLURALITY 
OF FROM 10,000 To 15,000—a BLAINE 
SCHEME TO HOLD BACK RETURNS— 
HAMILTON COUNTY IN DOUBT. 
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JOHNSON.

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CotumBus, Oct. 15—3 o’clock A. M.— 
While the Republicans of Columbus are 
making the night a sleepless one to its 
people with the noise they are making 
and the bonfires they are burn- 
ing to celebrate their victory, the 
Democrats have not yet given up the 
State as absolutely lost. The Republicans 
have long age stopped listening to the re- 
turns and gone to shouting. They claim 
anywhere from 15,000 to 20,000 majority. 
The Democratic State Committee, 
through Mr. McConville, the Secre- 
tary, say that the Republicans may 
have 5,000 majority, but that the 
later returns indicate that the Democratic 
counties have done well, and that the Re- 
publicans have not gained so much as they 
had confidently expected. While it seems 
likely that the Republicans will have 15,000 
majority there is a chance that it will 
be reduced. Congressman W. M. Springer. 
of Illinois, who has studied the returns 
at the Democratic headquarters, says the 
Republican majority will not reach 10,000. 
The Democrats say they have surely 
elected 12 Congressmen, including Hurd, 
Seney, Foran, and Geddes. They concede 
the election of Butterworth and Brown in 
Vincinnati. 

DETAILS OF THE VOTING. 

CoLuMBUS, Oct. 14.—Ohio has gone Re-’ 
publican by 18,000 according to the Re- 
publican calculations upon the returns, and 
by 10,000 to 12,000 in the estimation of the 
Democratic State Committee. Although it 
is nearly midnight, only a little more than 
one-third of the State has been heard from. 
The Democrats point out the fact that a 
year ago, in the same manner, the Repub- 
licans claimed the State by 19,000. Most 
of the returns so far received have come 
from Republican counties. But in most 
of the counties the reports are of Repub- 
lican gains. The Democrats expected to 
hear unfavorable reports early, but they 
are not being favored with the late dis- 
patches that they expected would reduce 
the average gains of the Republicans. 
The Associated Press, under the persona! 
direction of Mr. William Henry Smith, 
is comparing the returns of 1883 witn those 
of this year. The Democrats had gained 
enormously in 1883, so that they reversed 
the State from its position of 1880, and the 
comparison is more favorable to the Re- 
publicans than one would have been with 
the October vote of 1880. 

The city is in a roar of excitement. Bul- 
letins are shown in front of the newspaper 
offices, and the Republicans, after having 
satistied themselves with cheering the 
frequent reports of gains for their 
side are marching up and down the 
streets singing ‘‘ Blaine,” * Blaine,” 
“ Blaine’ as they tramp. The Democrats 
are not dismayed, and break in upon the 
Blaine shouts with cheers for Cleveland. 
The Republican State Committee is receiv- 
ing the returns in the City Hall, which is 
thronged with a crowd that yells at the 
announcement of each precinct re- 
turn. The Democrats are receiving the 
returns at the county headquarters 
and at the rooms of the State Com- 
mittee, at the north end of the 
city. Atthe county headquarters it has 
become apparent that the Republicans 
have gained upon their vote of 1883. It 
does not yet seem plain that they have 
recovered the ground they have lost 
since 1880. Chairman Bargar and Secre- 
tary McConville, of the State Committee, 
while not absolutely giving the State up, 
admit that if the returns continue to come 
in as they have up to midnight the Repub- 
lican State ticket will have 10,000 or 11,000 
majority. Mr. McConville says there are 
many Democratic counties to hear from 
that must reduce the average Repub- 
lican gains shown by the earlier re- 
turns. The losses in Cuyahoga and 
Hamilton have been greater than 
were expected. While in the Western 
Reserve the Republicans have not made 
the gains that Col. Dudley had looked for, 
Starke County: did not report so 
well for the Democrats as their poll 
had led them to hope it would. In 
the Hocking Valley the Democratic gains 
appear to have been considerable. The 
report that 39 precincts of Hamilton gave 
a Republican gain of more than 2,000 
indicates to the Democrats a ma- 
jority for the Republicans in Ham- 
ilton of about 8,500. This was 
a disapvointment to the Democrats, and 
they are yet disposed to believe that the 
later reports will cut down or perhaps 
wipe out altogether the threatened Repub- 
lican lead. Col. Dudley’s figures, given last 
night, gave the Republicans 1,000 majority 
in Hamilton. In view of the gains aiready 
reported for the Republicans from Cincin- 
nati it is plain that he knew little about 
the prospect there, aud that the Republic- 
ans were getting back more cf the vote 
they heid in 1880 than they expected. 

An enormous vote has been polled. It 
will come auite up to the estimates made 
by both committees. The Republicans 
a»pear to have won, as they hoped to win, 
by getting out the vote, depending on the 
tendency of the State in former Presiden- 
tial years to fall into the Republican line. 
“We have got our vote out,” said Col. 
Dudley, as he was about returning 
to Washington at 8 o’clock, ‘‘and 
we shall win.” Mr. Dudley — said 
he did not believe there had been much 
illegal voting. The air had been full of 
stories all day of gangs of repeaters in 
different parts of the State, but ihe stories 
were laughed at as campaign lies on both 
sides. 

As the night wears on the streets are full 
ef long lines of men marching with

drums and fish horns, firing Roman 
candles, pistols, and guns and cheer- 
ing at the top of their voices. 
The procession is not made up of organ- 
ized clubs, but of hastily formed crowds 
of men who have been cheering for hours 
before the bulletin boards and are now 
shouting themselves hoarse over the yic- 
tory of the Republicans, 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 14—Midnight.—The 
Blaine people’s scheme is to forward all the 
returns that can be got favorable to their 
ticket. Democratic gains or favorable news 
will receive no show till after midnight. 
Bargar telegraphs to the Enquirer that 
the Democrats have made large gains in 
the Hocking Valley, and that the State 
will be close outside of Cuyahoga and 
Hamilton Counties. No official figures 
have been received from either as yet. 

The Republicans claim to have carried 
the whole county ticket and to have 


elected Robinson over Newman, besides 
their two Congressmen. Their claims, 
however, are made on returns of less than 
50 of the 107 precincts. The Democrats 
insist that Newman has carried the county. 

Follett concedes his defeat by Butter- 
worth, but will contest his election on the 
ground of the pistol policy practiced by 
the United States Marshals. Kramer is 
running close upon Gen. Brown, and may 
possibly be elected.. Newman’s chances 
are improving with every precinct return. 
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ON THE WESTERN RESERVE. 

CLEVELAND, Oct, 14.—The returns avail- 
able at this hour (midnight) show that Ohio 
has probably gone Republican; that Foran, 
the Democratic candidate for Congress in 
the Cleveland district, is ahead by a small 
majority, and that the Republicans have 
earried their county ticket. These prophe- 
sies, however, are liable to be revised be- 
fore morning, as the vote is mixed and re- 
turns are slow in coming in. A most ear- 
nest and active effort was made by the lead-: 
ers on both sides to capture the organiza- 
tion of the polls this morning,as the threats, 
charges, and countercharges on both sides, 
showed that this might prove a most 
important factor in the conduct of the 


election; and in the vote it was especial- 
ly expected that many repeaters would be 
on hand, and all new voters would have 
to be watched and investigated. The very 
heavy vote cast has perhaps verified that 
suspicion. The victory of organization 
was about evenly balanced, the Democrats 
securing one or two wards that by right 
belonged to the Republicans. One element 
of disturbance arose from the fact that 
this was the first State election held under 
the new city redistricting, which gives 25 
wards in place of the old 18. The majority 
of business places were closed, and the day 
was given up tothe election. Theweather 
was faultless, which is always hailed as 
a factor in Republican success. Contrary 
to the usual custom, the forenoon vote 
was very heavy. In some respects the 
fight was the hottest ever seen in this 
county, arismg from the fact that it 
was the first Presidential year since 
the war in which the Democrats really 
felt as though they would carry the State 
election. ln the First Ward an immense 
amount of challenging was indulged 
in and several small fights occurred 
at various times during the day. 
The Hebrews cut Burnett, Republican 
candidate for Congress, somewhat, because 
of charges preferred in the Hebrew club 
of the ward, showing that he had once 
overreached one of their number in a 
business transaction. In Ward Three, 
which includes part of the river front, 
the Seaman’s Union was very active for 
Foran, the Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress, because of his labor record. In 
the Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Wards the 
greater part of the vote was polled before 
9 o’clock, an unprecedented thing, 
and there was very little scratching. 
The Republicans of Ward Seven were 
disheartened because Burnett had failed 
to provide funds promised, and some 
charged him with having grown scared 
and confessed defeat in advance. The 
fact was cited that he had even laid bets 
against his own election in order to 
get even on the cost of the cam- 
paign. In Ward Eight, which is always 
solidly Democratic, Foran ran well ahead 
all day and the Republicans were busy 
challenging. Ward Nine was enliv- 
ened by several fights, and a number 
of arrests for disturbance were made. In 
Ward Kleven Democratic tickets appeared 
with a wrong distriet figure printed on 
them, and the Democrats denounced it as 
a Republican trick. Charges of bribery 
were made in Ward Fourteen, and 
the scene was one of uproar and con- 
fusion all day long. The Standard Oil 
Works and some of the rolling milis are 
in this ward, and the workingmen’s 
vote is very heavy. Some employ- 
ers were present watching their 
men, and a great deal of bad blood with 
some threats resulted. In Ward Fifteen a 
small Republican politician persuaded a 
German to vote on his first papers, and 
both were arrested, taken before United 
States Commissioner White, and bound 
over in $509. In Ward Seventeen Robin- 
son, the head of the State ticket, was cut 
somewhat. In Ward LEighteen’ the 
scenes of Ward Fourteen were _ re- 
peated, the mills being closed and 
all the ward giving itself up to 
politics. In Ward Twenty-one several 
men with St. John badges worked all day 
for the State Prohibition ticket. A 
Franciscan monk was challenged and 
threatened with arrest for trying to 
vote, when he has been in the country 
only eight months. In Ward Twenty- 
three Robison, on the State ticket, was 
scratched by the Germans because of his 
‘temperance record in the crusade of 1873. 

The day was one of the greatest excite- 
ment from dawn until late at night. it 
was noticed that the Scott law and tem- 
porance issue was not as_ potent to 
change votes and cause discussion as 
it was a year ago. The German Democrats 
generally voted the Democratic ticket 
and the German Republicans the Repub- 
lican ticket. The promise of an Irish exo- 
dus to the State ticket was not kept good, 
only a few going over tothe Republicans 
here and there. Close watching by the 
Democratic leaders and friendship to 
Foran held them close. It isprobable that 
no great addition to Blaine’s vote will be 
received from that direction in November. 

The city armory was packed at an early 
hour this evening, the Democrats holding 
the upper. room and the Republic- 
ans the lower, while restless crowds 
gravitated from one _ fioor to the 
other. The uncertainty kept both sides 
from being hilarious, although every piece 
of good news was taken up and loudly 
cheered. At8o’clock the Democrats con- 
cedec the county, but claimed the dis- 
trict by 2,000. At 9 they gave Foran, 
1,200. Ati0, after hearing from some of 
the strong Republican wards, they agreed 
that unless he could bring 2,000 from 
the west and south gides he would 
be beaten. At 11 all was doubt and uncer- 
tainty, and at this hour (midnight) noth- 
ing more definite is known. 

News from the State now indicates that 
in case the present Republican gain 
keeps up the Republicans will win 
by 10,000 or 11,000, but it must 
be considered that the Northern 

! Ohio Republican precincts are heard 
from first, and that the slower and 
more widely scattered precincts of 
the northwestern part of the State 
aud the cities will come to_ the 
aid of the Democracy. It is difficult_ to 
learn much of the Teledo district, but 
Hurd (Dem.) is gaining in such precincts 
as are in, and will almost certainly go 
through. Hedges (Rep.) fs in the lead 
in the Mansfield-Oberlin district, and 
will undoubtedly beat Geddes. Of course, 
Taylor, of the Nineteenth, is sure, while 
the two other Taylors, all Republicans, in 
the Seventeenth and Eighteenth, are in 
good peape, so far as heard from. 

McKinley. Republican, as indicated in 
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the gain at Massillon, where he is not re- 
markably strong personally, will probably 
beat David R. Paige, against whom there 
is much feeling because of his open 
use of Standard Oil money. It is a 
matter of universal comment in Cleveland 
and all through the State that never has 
there been such openness in the use of 
money and such oven admissions concern- 
ing it as there has been this year on 
both sides. Paige -_y gets 400 majority 
in Wayne County, which is one of the 
Democratic strongholds of the State, and 
at that rate he is certainly beaten, with 
Medina, Stark, and Summit yet to hear 
from. Republican gains are reported from 
Youngstown and Ashtabula County. Gen. 
Robinson has run well ahead in his home 
at Kenton. 

William W. Armstrong, editor of the 
Plain Dealer, has just made a careful 
analysis of the situation, and in conversa- 
tion with THE TrmeEs’s correspondent, said: 
“{f concede Ohio to the Republicans by 
10,000 or 12,000. They have also car- 
ried Cuyahoga County by 1,800. We 
have, on the other hand, elected Foran 
to Congress. He has 2,000 majority in 
the city, and leaving 700 as the 
majority against him in the country 
precincts not yet heard from, he 
still has 1,300. I hold him as safe for a 
thousand, at least, beyond any question.” 
Mr. Foran, who was standing near by, 
added: ‘I believe those figures to be cor- 
rect. I believe that I am elected.”’ 

The Leader claims the State by 15,000 to 
18,000. The Hon. M. A. Hanna, of the 
Herald, puts it at 12,000 or 15,000. He 
eoncedes Foran’s election by only 200. He 
has received the following from Judge 
Foraker: 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 14. 

Forty ‘precincts in this county give a 
Republican gain of 2,196. This indicates a 
Republican majority of 2,500 in Hamilton 
County. J. B. FORAKER. 

The excitement at headquarters still 
continues, the Republicans growing more 
noisy and the Democrats more subdued 
with each return that is read. 

The returns from the wards and pre- 
cincts in the county, and especially in the 
Twenty-first District, were well in at mid- 
night. A great fight had been miade 
all along the line on Foran, Democrat, 
for Congress, and, while the Democrats 
were willing to concede the county ticket, 
they felt confident that Foran would be 
able to pull through. As the returns 
came in from different points of the 
State and the Republican gains were 
shown to be large, doubts began to be felt 
regarding Fqran’s chances. he following 
are the returns on the fight for Congress 
as received, and, aside froma few slight 
mistakes, they are correct: 


Burnett, R. Foran, D. 
Maj. 
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The townships, which show uniform Re- 
publican gains, may cut down this major- 
ity to about 600. The Republicans concede 
Foran’s election by 350. The Republicans 
elect every man on the ticket by majorities 
rapging from 1,500 to 2,200. Robinson 
leads the ticket. In an interview with Fo- 
ran that gentleman made the follow- 
ing statement:. “The Democrats of 
Cleveland have; made a glorious fight. 
Thousands of ~° dollars have been 
,oured into the district; mill owners 

ave coerced their workmen into voting 
the Republican ticket, and in the face 
of all this I believe that the Republi- 
can majority will be under 1,000. Ma- 
jor Armstrong, fof the Plain Dealer, 
concedes the State to the Republi- 
cans by 10.000 majority. He declares 
that the election’ was characterized by the 
most outrageous and shamefaced bribery 
and corruption of voters. He thinks that 
the better sense of the Republicans of the 
interior of the State will certainly rebuke, 
in November, the open and outrageous 
a by which the election was car- 
ried. 

SANDUSKY, Oct. 14.—The Democratic 
State ticket has about 500 majority in this 
county, a Republican gain of 1,000. The 
Democratic county ticket is probably 
elected, with the exception of Auditor. 
Frank Hurd, Democrat, for Congress has 
about 200 majority in the county. His 
election is very doubtful. It will un- 
doubtedly require the official vote to de- 
cide the matter, as Romeis, his opponent, 
made immense gains in the district.

A TURBULENT DAY IN CINCINNATI. 
PISTOLS AND CLUBS FREELY USED BY GOV- 
ERNMENT BULLIES — BLOODSHED AT 
SEVERAL PRECINCTS — DISGRACEFUL 
ENCOUNTERS. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 14.—This has been 
throughout the most turbulent election 
day ever known in Cincinnati. The scenes 
at the voting precincts have been riotous 
and bloody. Bullets have been flying, 
clubs have been used, and men have been 
carried to the hospitals maimed and half 
dead. One murder has been committed out- 
right by a United States Deputy Marshal. 
The conduct of these Federal ‘defenders’ 
of the ballot box has been disgraceful in the 
extreme, and has provoked the indignant 
criticisms of Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats. The ignorance and recklessness of 
this class of officials are demonstrated by 
numerous incidents which have come un- 
der the eye of THE TiMEs’s correspondent 
and by others, whose occurrence is vouched 
for by reputable persons. 

In the Nineteenth Ward the chief of the 
United States Deputies massed at Precinct 
Bwas John Gleason. Believing thut An- 
thony Davitt was exceeding his authority 
as a Democratic challenger, Gleason or- 
dered Deputy Duchman to place him un- 
der arrest. Duchman drew one of the 
bulldog pistols with which the Govern- 
ment’s local managers have seen fit to fur- 
nish these Deputies, and leveled it at his 
head. The latter ducked, and the 44-calibre 
ball furrowed a path along his scalp in- 
stead of burying itself in the man’s skull. 
as the Deputy intended. The excitement 
attending the incident had barely subsided 
when Gleason pointed his own bulldog at 
another man, who only saved himself by 
clutching its barrel and preventing Glea- 
son from pulling the trigger. Several Re- 
publicans who witnessed this man’s course 
declared that they would seek to have 
him removed from his temporary office or 
sent out of the precinct. 

In the Eighteenth Ward, at the Central- 
avenue and Fitth-street precinct, a colored 
United States Deputy named Bates en- 
countered a colored Democrat named Al- 
exander Russell who was wearing a Dep- 
uty Sheriff’s badge. An old feud had lou; 
existed between them. They quarreled, 
and Bates iodged a bullet in Russell’s left 
side, killing him almost instantly. He 
then made his escape. The only extenua- 
tion of his crime that is offered is that 
Russell intended to shoot him and 
that it was a case in which every- 
thing depended on the draw. These 
Deputies carried bulldog pistols either in 
their belts or shirt bosoms, and a hard 
wood club, a foot in length, and weighing 
nearly three pounds. The clubs weie 
fresh from the turne?’s lathe. A blow from 
one of them would floor a bullock. In the 
“Bloody fighth,’”’ a protest went u 
against the exhibition of these weanons. 1

was not heeded, and within an hour scores 
of men were carrying hickory billets, and 
the scenes about the Race-street engine 
house were exceedingly awkward to 
peaceable strangers. Somebody was 
challenged, and ordered to step off 
the gangplank. A dozen bulldogs were 
fiourished in the air, and hickory clubs 
were swinging before the owners of these 
ugly affairs realized whether the chal- 
lenged man was a Republican ora Demo- 
crat. Truth compels the admission that 
they didn’t seem to care. There was a con- 
fused mass of white and colored deputy 
Marshals, policemen, and Deputy Sheritts. 
A pistol. shot was heard, and those who 
had heels that were not being trod upon 
made excellent use of them. More pistel 
shots followed. The women and children 
at the neighboring windows shrieked, 
and the men who had wnot fied 
outright doubled up in a heap close to 
the pavement. A tableau concluded this 
spirited performance, and during the full 
minute which it lasted the combatants 
regained their senses and hostilities ceased 
by common consent. In the Cincinnati 
vernacular, this was nothing buta “scrap,” 
nobody having been lugged away with a 
bullet in his body. A Cincinnatian may 
lose an ear, get both eyes bruised, and miss 
a piece of his scalp, and yet rejoice that he 
has been engaged in nothing but a “‘scrap.”’ 
Anything more serious comes under the 
head of a bloody row, and if one’s relatives 
take him home for burial it is proof con- 
clusive that he has been participating in a 
fight which did not * go his way.” 

Collisions between the police were noied, 
though the brunt of the scrimmaging was 
borne by the United States Deputies, rep- 
resenting the party of moral ideas, and 
the Deputy Sheriffs, followers of the 
Democracy. Police wagons were stationed 
at the precincts in the roughest neighbor- 
hoods, ready to carry oif the prisoners, 
the dead, and the wounded. It was an un- 
derstood thing that the prisoners arrested 
by the municipal and county officers 
should be conveyed to the reguiar police 
stations, while those apprehended by 
the Government officers should be taken 
to the United States Post Office building 
and arraigned before Commissioners 
Probasco and Harper. Patrol No. 4 had 
been summoned to Sixth and Freeman 
streets to carry away a man who had been 
detected in an attempt to cast a fraudu- 
lent vote. The police had hardly helped 
him into the wagon when the United 
States Deputies rallied and with pistols 
leveled, demanded his release. The situa- 
tion was critical enough for prompt action. 
The policemen dropped the man and he 
was escorted by Marshals to the United 
States court room and, as it is alleged, 
was liberated. Instances were noted 
where Marshal Wright’s Deputies were 
electioneering with Republican ballots in 
one hand and the Government club in the 
other. 

An investigation by Congress would be 
likely to show a number of acts onthe 
Marshal’s own part which would subject 
him to the keenest criticism and perhaps 
punishment for a violation of the law. 
One provision of this law requires the as- 
sigament of Deputies to duty in the pre- 
cincts in which they live and vote. Sta- 
tioned at the “bloody Sixth” Precinct, 
and recognized as the leader of the United 
States Deputies, was a stalwart fellow ina 
light-colored suit of clothes, whom no- 
body was able to identify as either a 
citizen of Ohio or a resident of the 
city. Thecorridors and stairs leading to 
Marshal Wright’s office and to the United 
States court room. on thesecond floor of the 
Post Office building, were thronged with 
active men from morning till night. One 
of the first duties performed by the Mar- 
shal in the morning was the swearing in as 
deputies of United States Commission- 
er John I. Davenport. of New-York, 
and of the notorious Powell Clayton. 
Scores of men, mostly colored, were added 
to the force, given bulldogs and clubs, and 
assigned for *‘duty.’’ A more disreputable 
looking body ot men probably could 
not be furnished even by the dregs 
of Cincinnati Democracy. When Deputies 
rushed in bearing the news of *‘ scraps” and 
fights in certain localities, Marshal Wright 
addressed them thus: ‘You’ve got to 
stand up to the racket; that’s what you’re 
there for. Don’t allow yourselves to be 
driven out. Stand right up to the racket 
and use all the needful force to maintain 
your position.’’ Postmaster Whitfield, 
who, by his encouragement of the Mar- 
shals and extraordinary assumption of 
Federal authority is equally responsible, 
remarked of the day’s scenes: ‘They are 
the most disgraceful I have ever seen.” 

Commissioner Probasco was on_ the 
bench when one of Marshal Wright's dep- 
uties breathlessly pushed his way into 
the court room, dragging a prisoner. He 
prepared for business. 

** What’s this man arrested for?’ he de- 
manded. 

** On general principles,’’ was the depu- 
ty’s reply. 

The crowd of officersand loungers which 
had collected were dumb with astonish- 
ment, and the Commissioner himself could 
scercely credit his senses. Upon question- 
ing the deputy the arrest was found to be 
based on these circumstances: The prison- 
er, Who was intelligent and strightforward 
in his replies, had been “ hanging around” 
one of the preeincts; he had not been de- 
tected in voting or attempting to vote; he 
had not committed any breach of the 
peace. The deputy admitted all this. The 
prisoner gave his name and his residence, 
and coupled with them the statement that 
he was not a voter, had no intention of 
voting, and was only interested in seeing 
that some Indiana men whom he knew 
did not vote. He even admitted that he 
was a Democrat. The Commissioner dis- 
charged him. 

“But he’s a Deputy Sheriff; see his 
badge,” gasped this Government igno- 
ramus. 

“That’s nobody’s business,’ was the 
Com missioner’s retort. 

The officious fellow retired crestfallen, 
and yet in appearance and general intelli- 
gence this fellow was above the average of 
the deputies whom Marshal Wright had 
impressed into service, and hisonly weapon 
was a walking stick. 

As fast as prisoners were brought in by 
deputies they were arraigned either for 
fraudulent voting, for repeating, or 
for assaults upon the dignity of the 
Marshals themselves. Many of them 
were released because of the flimsy 
nature of thecharges. Others were unable 
to get bail, and, again to quote the Cincin- 
nati tongue, they were “ jugged’’ in the 
jury room. Twenty-four of these wretches 
were confined in this small room at one 
time howling for release. Two grim jail- 
ers, With more bulldogs and clubs, guarded 
the door. The local officers were stimu- 
lated to unwonted activity by the bullying 
methods of the Government officers. and 
at one time during the day it seemed to be 
a race who could pick up the largest num- 
ber of prisoners and club the most number 
of men. As a rule, however, the police 
were sufficient to prevent any such demon- 
strations of lawlessness indulged in by the 
Deputy Marshals. 

The events of the day have been all that 
were predicted as the result of Marshal 
Wright's enlisting irresponsible men, many 
of them thieves, gamblers,and penitentiary 
birds, to protect the polls. It is the regret 
of reputable members of both parties that 
wiser counsels have not prevailed in super- 
vising this election, and that the Federal 
power, if it had to be employed af all, has 
not been used as decency and honesty 
would dictate. 

Two policemen were killed to-night after 
the closing of the polis. Scores of men 
with bullet wounds, knife cuts, and marks 
of clubs have been treated in the hos- 
pitals and pharmacies. The full force of 
Federal interference is realized in the di- 
minished vote. Hundreds of voters after 
reading about the arming of colered and 
white Deputies and the equally hos- 
tite demonstrations that the Demo- 
crats were compelled to make m 
consequence, refrained from visiting the 
polls altogether. It wasa Blaine scheme 
of intimidation clear through, and as 
suth is prenounced on the __ streets 
The Blaine  boodle has 
been even more effective than 
these other election methods. It bas been 
distributed right and left. It is charged 
that $5,000 was contributed on Satur- 
dav to elect the two Congressmen of 
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the district. There are all the evidences 
that the boodle was used to corrupt Dem- 
ocratic workers, for cases are reported 
of a number of these gentry peddling 
Republican ballots. Treachery has been 
feared on the part of Hamilton County 
Democrats, and the returns showing 
Republican gains in Democratic localities 
in city and county received up to ll 
o’clock seem to prove that the fear was 
well founded. At. midnight the returns 
were not canvassed sufficiently to deter- 
mine how the county has gone,

A CLOSE FIGHT FOR CONGRESS. 

MANSFIELD, Ohio, Oct. 14.—The Six-” 
teenth Congressional District, composed 
of Ashland, Holmes, Huron, Lorain, and 
Richland Counties, gave 1,236 majority to 
Hoadly in 1883. Geddes, (Dem.,) for Con- 
gress,claims Ashland by 650; Holmes by up-+ 
ward of 2,000; Richland, basing the estimate’ 


on returns from 15 precincts, by not less 
than 1,300; and concedes Hedges, Repub- 
lican, not to exceed 100 in Huron and 2,000. 
in Lorain. Geddes claims to have returns 
from Holmes and Lorain, while those 
from Richland and Huron are the same 
asthe Republican.

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INTEREST IN THE NEWS HERE. 
THE RESULT LOOKED FOR EAGERLY AND 
THE REPUBLICANS JUBILANT. 

Such dispatches as were received at the 
Republican and Democratic National Headquar- 
ters yesterday threw no light upon the outcome 
of the contest in Ohio, and the many visitors to 
the rooms went away no wiser than they came. 
Republican advices were cheerful, Democratic 
hopeful. Before 7 oclock in the evening people 
began flocking to the headquarters, and 
an hour later the rooms were densely crowd- 
ed. The corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 


and the barroom of the Hoffman House were 
almost impassible. On every hand nothing was 
talked of but the election. Bulletins from press 
associations were displayed in several hotels, 
and guests of the hotels were in constant receipt 
of dispatches. Bulletins were thrown upon 
screens in front of the Republican National 
Headquarters and at Broadway and Twenty- 
third-street. Many persons stood in the street 
watching the returns, but there were no marked 
expressions of pleesure or displeasure. 

Most of the dispatches received at the head- 
quarters were sent by the Associated Press, and 
until late in the evening the returns were too 
scattering to permit any estimate to be made. 
The Republicans claimed’ the State early 
in the evening by 40,000 majority, but 
were unable to give any facts upon which to 
base such a belief. Early Democratic dis- 
patches expressed some confidence that the 
party had carried the State, but it was soon con- 
ceded that the Republicans had a majority. The 
Democratic committeemen devoted themselves 
to * bearing’’ the majority, while the Republic- 
ans were‘ bulls” in the same field. The Demo- 
cratic leaders viewed the result philosophic- 
ally, while the Republican’ spirits went 
up tq fever heat. There was, however, 
acurious uncertainty about the dispatches re- 
ceived atthe Republican Headquarters which 
tempered the exuberance of the gentlemen in 
cbarge there 4nd made them very susceptibie to 
the depressing influence of reports of Demo- 
cratic gains. The interest in the returns was 
maintained tilla late hour, and it was not till 
long atter midnight that Madison-square settled 
down to its accustomed quiet.

When slight 
Democratic gains were shown cheers went up 
vigorously, and when statements indicating that 
the State had gone Republican were put up 
they were received with an equal amount of 
noise. The cheers, however, were spasmodic and 
of short duration. «asa Biaine organization of 
15 Plumed Knights paraded through Park-row 
they received a continued round of approving 
and disparaging remarks.

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MAUD S.’S RECORD UNBROKEN. 
A HIGH, COLD WIND PREVENTS HER FROM 
TROTTING FASTER THAN 2:12 8-4. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 14.—To-day was 
set for Maud S. to be driven against time to 
break her record of 2:0934 made at .Cleveland 
last Summer, after the honor of being the fast- 
est trotting horse in the world had been taken 
from her the day before by Jay-Eye-See. Long 
weeks of arduous work had been gone through 
by Bair, her driver, and Grant, her colored 
groom, in getting her in shape for the 
struggle. The event had been anxiously 
awaited by the entire sporting world, 
and so satisfactory was the Queen’s practice 


work that the opinion was almost universal that 
she would further lower her record. When 
called upon a week ago the mare was sent the 
last half of a slow mile to see if she had her 
speed, and she was timed by Mr. David Bonner 
and a party of New-York gentlemen in 1:03%, 
the last quarter being made in 0:3014, a 2:01 gait. 
There was a representative audience at Charter 
Uak Park this afternoon to view the _forty- 
thousand-@llar mare’s trial of speed. No ad- 
mittance fee was cbarged, at the request of 
Maud §.’s owner, Mr. Robert Bonner, and the 
attendance numbered fully 1,506 people. Promi- 
nent among the spectators were David Bonner, 
Fred Bonner, Hamilton Busbey, H. G. Crick- 
more, William Young. George W. Leach, 
and J. C. Clark, of New-York City;’ 
Willard Rice, of Boston, and Thomas 
J. Vail, S. A. Hubbard, and_ Alexander 
Harbison, of this city. Mr. Robert Bonner was 
unable to be present through illness, and Mr. 
Vanderbilt, who tor many years held the lines 
over the Queen, found it inconvenient to join 
the party that came up from New-York.

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POSTMASTER-GENERAL HATTON. 
GIVEN A PLACE IN THE CABINET AS & 
REWARD FOR SERVICES RENDERED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Amid all the ex. 
citement which the Ohio election has created in 
this city, President Arthur has found time to pay 
his political debts to Frank Hatton. Payment 
was made this afternoon in the shape of a eqm- 
mission appointing the distinguished Mr. Hatton 
Postmaster-General of the United States, as 


successor to Judge Gresham. The time during 
which Mr. Hatton could act in that capacity 
without formal appointment would have ex- 
pired to-night, and the President's action caused 
no surprise.

LARGEST OIL WELL EVER STRUCR. 

BRADFORD, Penn., Oct. 14.—The Christy 
Oil Well made 5,200 barrels during the 24 hours 
ending at 2:30 to-day. If its production is 
reckoned from 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon it 
will greatly exceed tbat figure. The well to-day 
has averaged 230 barrels an hour, or nearly 6,000 
barrels per day. It is the largest oil well ever 
struck, and as its owners cannot find tankage 
fast enough hundreds of barrels are going to 
waste. The Phillips well was drilled to-day, but 
its production was not materially increased. The 
Phillips to-night is averaging 9 barrels. It is 
evident that the Christy has struck a streak 
thag the Phillips has not penetrated.

Gen. Butler will stump the State for 
himself until election day. He will start out to- 
morrow morning and will first speak on his 
working man’s platform at Schenectady. He 
will not ride in an emigrant car on his tour. 
That he determined on at the outset. Standing 
in the Grand Central Station is the car that will 
carry him through the country. It is painted a 
beautiful sapphire and glistens with gold 
ornamentation. On either end js the 
word ‘ Private,” and on either side 
is the name of the car, Etelka Gerster. The 
coach is the property of the Mann Boudoir Car 
Company, and is just from the shops. It never 
has been run and will carry the General on its 
initial trip. It cost $32,000,and Mr. Butler will 
pay $150a day for the use of it, together with 
the services of Mr. Henry Pickett, (colored,) the 
porter in charge: a cook, and a waiter. He will 
also pay all the expenses incurred in running the 
car, including the charges of the railroads which 
haul it. In short, Mr. Butler will travel in a 


style that will make William H. Vanderbilt and 
Jay Gould feel cheap and mean. 

Besides a regal dining room, where the states- 
man of plain tastes will be served with his 
meals, there are tour sleeping rooms, all of 
which can be used for other purposes, to say 
nothing of the kitchen and lavatories. In any 
part of the car the General will tread on mo- 
quette carpets and be surrounded by every ele- 
gance. His ewn room is quite large, and mirrors 
of beveled glass are set in panels ali around the 
room. The windows are also of beveled glass. 
Over them can be drawn shades of tapestry and 
_— these sti/l curtains of rich, heavy tapestry 

all. 

The walls and the arched ceiling are covered 
with heavily embossed leather, colored to look 
like beaten gold and silver and bronze, and de- 
lineating everything from fruits and flowers 
and birds and cherubs to intricate scrolls. At 
one end is a writing desk of carved Spanish 
walnut, where the, candidate may write in- 
terviews with himself and proclamations to the 
thousands of adherents who exist in his mind.

His locks will 
be brushed, and then with an atomizer, which is 
a part of the equipment of the car, a spray of 
delicate perfume will be thrown over him. When 
his bed is turned up he can seat himself in a wide 
arm chair and use a German silver cuspidor, of 
which there are cight altogether in the car. 

The General will! eat as well as sleep in the car. 
The kitchen is supplied with a range, ice chest, 
and every convenience, including a patent 
potato parer and a high priced pot in which to 
make Vienna coffee. The first supplies for the 
kitchen and the sideboard were brought to the 
car late yesterday afternoon. The groceries 
and other things for the table amounted to 
$116 14. The entire bill was $265 54, and the dif- 
ference was for liquors for the General, of 
which the following is a list:

The dining room, where Mr. Butler will be 
served with everything his stomach craves, isa 

orgeous place. Over all is the arched roof, rich 
in embossed leather, from which hangs a mas- 
sive chandelier. Underneath are rich carpetings. 
Around are easy seats. which can be converted 
into beds, and cane chairs. In the centre is a 
tabie, which can be extended to accommodate H. 
There are large mirrors and windows on each 
side. Twoof the windows comprise panes, the 
largest ever put in a car. They are over five feet 
by four,and are handsomely engraved. Com- 
pleting all is a sideboard filled with de- 
ecanters, glasses for all kinds of liquors, 
and silverware. Everywhere are scattered 
ottomans and cuspldores. The hangings 
can be adjusted so as to shut out the view from 
without as in Mr. Butler’s own room. The 
three small sieeping rooms contain two berths 
each, and are fitted up in the same elegant 
style. Every room is supplied with an electric 
bell. The three lavatories are furnished with 
hot and coid water. No chain runs down to a 
stopper in the bottom of the bowls, but by 

ulling a knob the waste pipe is openss. There 
is a library in the car supplied with 100 volumes 
of standard works of all kinds. 

The candidate's ears will not be offended with 
the usual roar and rattie of a car. Todeaden the 
noise the floor is filled in with papier maché and 
cork. Neither will he have to breathe the same 
air twice. Tne air is drawn in through the roof, 
purified of dust and cinders, and distributed 
through the car by registers. The old airis 
drawn out through ventilators. When it is 
warm the current of air will be turned through 
ice to cool it,and when cold it will be sent 
through a heater. 

The external appearance of Mr. Butler's car is 
in every way as fine as the interior. Above the 
windows are examples of Landseer in stained 
glass. Gates inclose the back platform, on which 
Mr. Butler may sit or speak, and an awning can 
be adjusted to keep off the sun or rain.

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POLITICS AT HARVARD COLLEGE. 
mE SDAA IAI 
AN UNPRECEDENTEDLY LARGE NUMBER OF 
DEMOCRATIC ADHERENTS. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 14.—Politics are 
agitating the undergraduates at Harvard, and 
the independent proclivities of at least 300 who 
last Spring declared themselves to be in favor of 
the Republican Party have induced them to 


favor the election of Gov. Cleveland to the Pres- | 
idency. Much interest centred upon the meeting | 


of the Semor Class last week to take action upon 
the question which has been raised this year for 
the first time in many Presidential campaigns, 


viz.: ‘Shall the class march in the Democratic 
or Republican’ torchlight procession in 
Boston?" The sentiment at Harvard has 
heretofore been so overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican that’ the asiegs as a body has 
always marched in the Republican procession, 
not so much for political significance as for the 
sake of having a pecs time, thesmall Democratic 
minority generally meeting and passing resolu- 
tions to the effect that they sacrificed none of 
their principles by marching in the procession. 
The dress of the students in these processions 
has always been fantastic to the last degree, each 
student wearing what he pleased and the more 
absurd his costume the more he seemed 
pleased. The transparencies, too, were non- 
political in their inscriptions, and were 
confined chiefiy to local college “ot. 
It was known that the sentiment of the college 
undergraduates had been largely changed by the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine. but in the discussions 
which have taken place it was generally con- 
ceded that the college would follow the lead of 
the Senior Class. At the meeting referred to an 
informal ballot was taken upon the names of 
Blaine and Cleveland, and the result, which was 
greeted with the wildest enthusiasm, showed 
that 67 were tor Cleveland and 56 for Blaine. 
The class, however. decided not to make this 
vote formal, and it was then voted to march in 
whichever procession the result of a canvass 
taken by the Harvard Union showed the majori- 
ty of students in Cambridge favored. The class 
elected marshals for the procession as follows: 
Chief Marshal—James J. Storrow, Jr.; Marshals 
of the Class—John E. Thayer, Charles H. Atkin- 
son, Frederic A. Delano; Drum Major—Samuel 
E. Winslow. ‘The class also vdted to carrya 
transparency in the procession with the result 
of the Harvard Union canvass upon it, and 
another with the result of the canvass of the 
Senior Class. 

The Howard Union canvass has been com- 
pleted, and although the result shows a slight 
plurality for Blaine, he has a minority of the 
students of the whole college. This is the more 
significant because the result of the canvass 
taken last Spring showed that there were 878 
students in favor of Republican and 153 in favor 
of Democratic candidates. The vote this Fall 
on the question of torchlight processions was, 
by a considerable majority, in favor of the Re- 
publican over the Democratic procession, and 
the other classes will, therefore, doubtless adopt 
the decision of the Senior Class and march in the 
Republican procession as heretofore. The re- 
sults of the Harvard Union canvass were as 
follows:

CHICKERING HALL FILLED WITH FRIENDS 
OF BLAINE AND LOGAN, 

Chickering Hall was crowded last even- 
ing with members of the Lincoln Union, of the 
Seventh Assembly District, and its friends. 
Seated on the stage were Fire Commissioner Cor- 
nelius Van Cott, Fire Marshal Sheldon, William

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WHAT OUR YOUNG MEN NEED.

THE CONCLUSION OF MOODY AND SANKEY’S 
CHRISTIAN CONVENTION. 

The Christian Convention of the Evan- 
gelists Moody and Sankey was concluded in 
Brooklyn last night, after drawing crowded 
houses during the day, and turning hundreds 
away from the three services. The 10 o’clock 
session inthe morning was almost exclusively 
attended by ladies, though a number of clerry- 
men occupied the platform. The morning sub- 
ject was: ** How Can We Improve the Singing in 


Our Churches and Sabbath Schools,’ which was 
discussed by Mr. Sankey. 

The topic discussed in the afternoon was: 
““What More Can We Do for the Young Men in 
Our Cities?” and although the church was 
crowded from the pulpit to the lobbies, and in 
the gallery from the organ loft to the front win- 
dows, there was scarcely a young man in the 
audience, The Rev. Cuthbert Hall introduced 
the subjact. “‘What we need,” be said, 
“is more personal interest in  sepa- 
rate cases. Let me illustrate. There are 
two wavs of looking at society, vollectively and 
individually. You may look upon society asa 
great body or you may consider the special sor- 
rows and temptations of special lives. The 
power of our Saviour consisted in the perfect 
balance of universality and individuality in his 
view of society. Bearing in mind His sublime 
example, let us ask ourselves in what way this 
missing link of human sympathy between our 
organizations and our yvoune men can be 
supplied. We cannot reach them unless there isa 
bond of sympathy to drawthem. Let me suggest 
three ways. A part of the work must be done 
by ministers, a part by householders, and a part 
by individuals. 1 have known young men to go 
to church and listen respectfully for an hour to 
a sermon which had not a particle of interest for 
them. Let us bear such young men in mind, 
and preach more to them individually. Then 
there is plenty of work for every householder in 
Brooklyn. Tbere are 10,000 young men in Brook- 
lyn boardinghouses who need to be under home 
nfluences. There are a thousand ways in which 

eads of families can extend graceful home in- 
tiuences to them. Every man who has earned a 
position in life must feel his heart go out in 
sympathy toa struggling young fellow who is 
just bravely beginning his life as a clerk.” 

Mr. Moody sprang to his feet and said: “I 
never think of young men that I don't get fired, 
Your Christian work won't go on unless you get 
the young men. A young man may come up 
here from the country and hear a popular 
preacher forsix months, and nobody will ever 
speak to him. I have heard sermons on recog- 
nizing your friends in heaven. It might bea 
good plan to recognize them onearth. [|Laugh- 
ter.) Think of the poor boy from the country, 
with only a little money to spend, strolling 
about and trying to get some pleasure after his 
day’s work. Now, just let Dr. Hall or some of 
you take Dr. Cuyler’s church and fill it with 
young men, and then let the mothers and daugh- 
ters of the church go out and bring in the young 
mea. A young man likes to come to church 
with his sweetheart. A man may growl when he 
is obliged to go with his wife, but he never will 
when hecomes with his sweetheart. [Laughter.] 
Let us take upacollection right now for the 
Young Men’s Christian Association to show how 
much we think of the young men. Perhaps 
there is some wealthy woman who would like to 
give $5,000. Perhaps the ministers here will take 
up collections for this purpose in their churches 
next Sunday. Now, I hope no one will go out, 
because if you do it will look as if you Were not 
interested. All in favor of taking up this col- 
lection raise your hands !” 

All the hands went up, and the ushers passed 
the baskets, while Mr. Moody threw a number of 
subscription cards from the platform over the 
heads of the congregation like a bill distributor, 
crying: “Just pass ’em right along over your 
shoulders now!" He attempted to throw some 
of the cards up into the gallery without success. 

The evening service was taken up with a dis- 
cussion by Mr. Moody of “ The Spiritual Condi- 
tion of the Churches.” In concluding the great 
evangelist said: ‘** Now, don’t misssyour prayer 
meeting to-morrow because you came here to- 
night, and if you have, any of. you received a 
blessing, just get up and say so.”

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS. 


THE IMMIGRANT BUSINESS WEST. 
DISPUTING OVER THE DIVISION OF THE 
BALTIMORE AND OHIO’S PERCENTAGE. 


The Trunk Line General Passenger 
Agents met yesterday at the office of Commis- 
sioner Fink. The subject was the division of 
the immigrant business out of New-York. The 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, which withdrew 
from the poo! on Sunday last, received 614 per 
cent. The New-York Central and the Erie -ach 
receive 26 per cent.,and the West Shore and 
Lackawanna 13 each. The West Shore and 


Lackawanna protested against a distribution of 
the Baltimore and Ohio’s percentage among 
the other roads in the ratio of existing per- 
centages, and called for a_ redivision. he 
proposition was made to _ submit the 
whole subject to arbitration. The West Shore 
and Lackawanna again objected. They desired 
to have Commissioner Fink first make a recom- 
mendation of percentages, from which appeals 
could be made and decided by arbitration. It 
was finally determined that all roads that were 
willing to submit the matter to arbitration 
should signify their willingness and have their 
arguments in by Nov. 1. Then, if it was found 
that arbitration at the outset, without a prelim- 
inary recommendation, could not be agreed 
upon, other measures will be adopted. The new 
division will date from the day of the Baltimore 
and Ohio’s withdrawal. 

The Baltimore and Ohio is selling immigrant 
tickets by way of the West Shoreand Niagara 
Falis Short Line. It was declared yesterday that it 
would not be apt to demoralize immigrant rates. 
The reason given was that the North German 
Lloyd landed immigrants, all of whom the Bualti- 
more and Ohio secured, at Baltimore, and to cut 
the rates here would take away the business en- 
tirely frcm that city. The Lackawanna officials 
denied the charge that it was selling immigrant 
tickets outside of Castle Garden. 

The first and second class passenger rates were 
very much demoralized yesterday. Toe Penn- 
sylvania made no cuts, but the other roads made 
rates as low as $14 to Chicago. 

TALE Bie 
THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO FIGHT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.—Argument was 
to have been heard in the United States court 
upon the application of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company to enjoin the Pennsylvania 
from abrogating the lease under which the 
formercompany ran their cars between Balti- 
more and New-York. Counsel for neither com- 
pany was prepared to proceed, however, and by 


mutual consent argument was roe meet until 
Friday. ** Pending the present litigation,"’ said 
a Pennsylvania Railroad ollicial,** we shall do 
nothing further. If any passenger for New- 
York asks for a Baltimore and Ohio ticket at 
any of our offices he will for the present be ac- 
commodated. Under the new arrangement of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Road they are acting 
simply as agents forthe Reading and the West 
Shore, and possibly they manage to make enough 
in this way to clear their office expenses.” 

Mr. Mackenzie, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company, said: ‘* Our people are perfectly satis- 
fied with the new arrangement. By the alliance 
with the West Shore Road we obtain a through 
line to the West which is considerably shorter 
than the old route, and our New-York offices 
have been doing a first-class business under the 
new treaty. [I am selling no through tickets 
here. 1 am furnishing Philadelphia passengers 
with tickets over the Reading Road to New- 
York, and from there they can go westward by 
the West Shore. As to the probability of the 
controversy leading to acutting of rates be- 
tween the contending couipanies I can say 
nothing. Our future policy, and doubtless that 
of the Pennsylvania Company, will depend large- 
ly =o the decision of the court next Friday. 
Until then nothing new need be expected.” 

A committee of Baltimore merchants waited 
upon President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania 
Company, to-day, and endeavored to persuade 
him to reconsider his action and give the Balti- 
more and Obio an opportunity to resume traffic 
via Baltimore. The Pennsylvania oflicials were 
very reticent as to the results of the conference, 
but it issaid that President Roberts, by an ex- 
ercise of diplomacy, dismissed his visitors in 
good spirits, without having vouchsafed them 
any assurances as to his future policy. 


SOLICITING ERIE PROXIES.

LIFE IN A TENEMENT HOUSE. 


THE FILTH AND SQUALOR IN WHICH MANY 
OF OUR POOR EXIST. 

Seven members of the Tenement House 
Commission held a long session in the office of 
Inspector Esterbrook, of the Bureau of Build- 
ings, yesterday. There were present Inspector 
Esterbrook, Drs. Abbott Hodgman and Morean 
Morris, and Messrs. Oswald Ottendorfer, Anton 
Reichardt, Felix Adier, und James F. Wingate, 
who presided. At the cloze of the executive 
session Mr. Henry E. Pellew related his experi- 
ences in regard to the building of the 
Improved Dwellings Association, on First- 


avenue, between Seventy-first and Sev- 
py one strects. He said that 
on 16 lots purchased for $45,000, 13separate build- 
ings were erected, all under one roof and open- 
ing upon a common courtyard in therear. There 
are 12 stores on the ground floor of these build- 
ings, and 219 rooms in the upper stories, which 
are let out in suites of two and four rooms. In 
each suite there is Croton water, and there is a 
water closet on each floor. There is a separate 
stairway to each tioor, a bath room on each floor, 
& reading room, and elevators for coal and beavy 
articles, The sanitation inthe house is good and 
the mortality low. 

The association had calculated upon an annual 
income of $34,533, but it had not exceeded 
$28,700, and, after paying the running expenses 
of the establishment, allowing a 5 per cent divi- 
dend, left a very small margin for repairs and 
wear and tear of the buiiding. If he had to 
begin anew, Mr. Pellew said. he would rot build 
13 houses under one roof and having a court- 
yard in common, but would prefer to erect 
13 separate house, with independent entrances, 
&e. He considered that laundries in common, in 
addition to giving rise to disputes among 
the women using tnem, were a_ source 
of great danger in the case of an epidemic, ora

A BOLD ATTEMPT AT ROBBERY. 


IN WHICH THE THIEVES SECURED ONLY SIX 
POUNDS OF GRAPES. 

Diligent search is being made by the 
Central Office detectives, with several officers 
from the Eighth Precinct, for a gang of four 
ruffians who on Saturday night made a desperate 
attempt to steal $1,100, the property of Millard 
F. Tompkins, a grocer, who does business at the 
corner of Spring and Sullivan streets. Mr. 
Tompkins has been sick for some weeks, 
and during his illness his wife has had 
charge of the store, assisted by August 
Wehrmann, a young German clerk. They were 
alone in the store at 11 o’clock last Saturday 
night and had just made up the accounts for the 
week. They had counted $1,100 in greenbacks 
and silver and had placed the money in a paper 


bag, when a strange man entered and asked for 
change fora quarter. Mrs. Tompkins told him 
she had no change, as she did not want to expose 
what money she hadin the bag. The man went 
out, and soon after Mrs. Tompkins, on 
going to the door, noticed four rough-looking 
men standing in earnest conversation on the 
northwest corner of Spring and Sullivan streets, 
She did not pay much attention to them. Six 
pounds of grapes which she desired to take te 
her sick husband were done up in a paper bag 
exactly similar to the one in which the money 
had been placed. Then the store was closed up 
at midnight, »nd Mrs. Tompkins and the clerk 
started for her home, No. 27 Charlton-street. 
Wehrmann carried the package of money 
in his left hand and the grapes in his right hand. 
They walked up Macdougal-street, and when 
near Vandam-street four men sprang upon 
them from behind a truck. One of them seized 
Webrmann by the throat, and another grabbed 
the package containing the grapes, while the 
other two menaced Mrs. Tompkins. She was 
not frightened, however, and, realizing the

. The effect of BLarne’s candidacy on the 
mind of the educated youth of the coun- 
try is indicated more or less accurately by 
the Harvard College canvass which has 
just been made, A canvass made last 
Spring showed that 878 students favored 
Republican candidates and 153 Democrat- 
ic. Now 482 are in favor of BLAINE, 460 
are for CLEVELAND, 26 for St. JOHN, and 
30 have no present choice. It is notice- 
able that the Seniors and law students, 
most of whom are voters, show a large 
majority for CLEVELAND. 


Senator EpMunpDs has not. been making 
speeches for BLAINE in Ohio or elsewhere. 
He is in Washington looking into the 
affairs of the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and striving to devise plans for 
legislation that will compel that company 
to fulfill its contracts with the Government 
and to pay a part of the immense debt 
which it owes to the people. The act 
of 1878, framed by Senator THURMAN 
and himself, which was so strenuously 
opposed by BLAINE, STEPHEN W. DorsEy, 
WILLIAM Pitt KELLOGG, and others of their 
kind, must be supplemented by new legis- 
lation, And so it happens that, while 
BLAINE the jobber and king of the lobby 
is posing as the friend of the people and 
defender of their rights, the honest Sen- 
ator from Vermont, the people’s real 
friend, is trying to regain for them a 
part of that which had been taken away 
by the influence and acts of BLAINE and 
his fellow-jobbers, in and out of Congress. 


The decisions of Judge PRATT in the 
elevated railroad tax cases cut off nearly 
one-half of the tax due to the city as as- 
sessed upon the companies by the Tax 
Commissioners for a series of years. Judge 
PRATT undertakes to lay down the general 
principle on which such corporations are 
to be taxed and then he seems to de- 
part from that principle in the case 
of at least one of the companies. 
He assumes that it is the duty of the As- 
sessors to ascertain the actual value 
of the structures, based upon the first cost, 
with an allowance for deterioration, ig- 
noring entirely the principle that the value 
of corporate property is determined by its 
earning power, and then to make a de- 
duction corresponding to that made in the 
case of other real estate, a deduction even 
in that case of doubtful legality, Then to 
ascertain the value of personal property 
that of real estate is to be subtracted 
from the market value of the capi- 
tal stock. In other words, a_ totally 
different principle is to. be ap- 
plied to the~ assessment of personal 
and real property, for the market 
value of stock has little reference to act- 
ual personal property owned, but depends 
almost wholly on real’ or supposed earn- 
ing capacity, which may be in part pro- 
spective. But he cuts off wholly the tax 
on the Manhattan Company, because it 
had no real estate of its own, and its stock 
represented no capital, and not because 
its stock had no market value, which it 
certainly had based presumably on” a 
prospective earning capacity of some 
kind. We doubt if this series of decis- 
ions can be safely taken as settling the 
principle on which the elevated railroads 
should be taxed. 





THE RESULT IN OHIO. 


After a canvass altogether unprece- 
dented in the history of American poli- 
tics, acanvass which has placed the full 
strength of their case before every voter 
in the State and left no appeal unused, no 
enticement untried, the Republicans have 
carried Ohio by a majority 6,000 less than 
that given to the Republican ticket 
in , the ? October’ election of 1880. . If 
the» supporters of Mr. BLAINE * can 
derive any comfort from this result they 
are welcome to it. . If in the Ohio returns 
they cari find new reasons for indulging 
the pleasing delusion that their candidate 
will receive a majority of the Electoral 
votes of the country in November we would 
not rob them of that fleeting joy, for todo 
that would be both cruel and useless. As 
for those whose sympathies in this great 
contest are with Mr. BLAINE’s opponent, 
they will see little cause for discourage- 
ment in the election of the Republican 
candidate for,Secretary of State in Re- 
publican Ohio by a majority of 13,000 
votes. 

In the first place, it is necessary to re- 
member that Mr. ROBINSON, and not Mr. 
BLAINE, was the Republican candidate in 
yesterday’s election. Mr. ROBINSON is an 
honest man, he was a brave soldier, and 
there was no reason in the world why 
an Ohio Republican should withhold 
his ‘ vote from him save and except the 
influence of that vote and of the majority 
to which it contributed upon the Presi- 
dential election in November. The Times 
has believed and said that this was not 
a sufficient reason for opposition to the 
Ohio State ticket by those who find 
Mr. BLAINE an unacceptable candidate. 
It would be taking a very low view of the 
intelligence and common sense of the Ohio 
Republicans to suppose them incapable of 
recognizing Mr. RoBINSON’s worth by 
voting for him in October while rebuking 
Mr. BLAtNe’s corruption and mendacity 
by voting against him in November. We 
are quite confident that Mr. BLAINE will 
discover later on that they are entirely 
able to make this broad distinction. 

To those fatuous individuals and excita- 
ble Blaine organs who will be roused to a 
very delirium of enthusiasm by a com- 
parison of the vote of this year with that 
of 1883, when Gov. HOADLY was elected 
by a majority of 12,600, it is only neces- 
sary to observe that the contest of 1883 
was fought through upon local is- 
sues not of a partisan character, and 
upon which the Democratic Party held 
a position which gave it a decisive ad- 
vantage; while the contest just ended 
has been made almost wholly upon na- 
tional issues, not the Blaine issue or the 
tariff issue solely, but upon the issues 
which separate the two parties every- 
where, and upon those issues Ohio is and 
always has been overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican. 

Above all, the canvass, as we have said, 
has been most desperately contested on 
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the Republican side. They have not only 
invaded the State with legions of speakers 
and workers, but they have taken their 
candidates there bodily with an imposing 
retinue, and they have paraded them up 
and down the State and into its remotest 
corners, leaving no accessible ear un- 
reached by their clamorous exhortation, 
and no seeing eye unblessed by the inspir- 
ing sight of their standard bearer. In 
comparison the canvass made by the 
Democrats seems nerveless and impotent. 
No such tremendous pressure was ever 
before in human history applied to an 
electorate. 

And what is the result? A Republican 
loss of 6,000 in the majority as compared 
with the vote of 1880. From such a result 
the supporters of Mr. CLEVELAND will 
draw, not disheartenment, but new 
courage, Ohio was but an outpost 
which the enemy have carried at a fearful 
cost. They have well-nigh exhausted them- 
selves before the beginning of the actual 
fight. New-York is now the battle- 
ground, and on that field the assurance of 
victory is already complete. 


THE OHIO RETURNS. 


The returns from Ohio come in slowly 
and in a fragmentary manner. At the 
present writing no figures of the total 
wote in any town or precinct have been 
received. The dispatches giving the gains 
and losses in majorities show that in 488 
voting precincts the net gain of the Re- 
publicans over last year is 6,280, This 
is an average of 13 votes to a pre- 
cinct. If these precincts are representative 
and the same ratio of gain over the disas- 
trous results of 1883 is maintained, the 
Republicans will elect the head of their 
State ticket by about 13,000 majority, or 
6,000 less than in October, 1880. That is, 
the Blaine managers, by the most 
desperate efforts, with the presence and 
guidance of their candidate, concen- 
trating all their energies on this one 
State, have not succeeded in _hold- 
ing the advantage which was naturally, 
easily, and as of course won in 1880. It 
is plain that as no such effort can be ex- 
tended over the entire Union, and as 
there are States in which the defection 
from BuatNe is far greater than it is 
in Ohio, this meagre result of their strug- 
gle would be a gloomy one to them. 

But there is no certainty that even this 
has really been secured. The portions of 
the State heard from thus early are pre- 
cisely those in which the greatest influ- 
ence has been brought to bear by the 
Blaine machine, and there are scattering 
indications that the average of gain will 
not be kept up. Ashtabula County, for 
instance, which gave GARFIELD 4,700 ma- 
jority, this year gives ROBINSON less than 
4,100. The definite result cannot be known 
before another day, and we advise our 
Blaine friends not to boast too loudly on 
what is now known. 





OCTOBER ELECTIONS. 

” It would be a good thing if all the State 
elections in this country were held on the 
same day, and if that day coincided with 
the date ‘of the Presidential election. 
When’ the little State of New-Hampshire 
had the first election of the year it 
was regarded as very important as in- 
dicating the” drift of political senti- 
ment and setting the current of the 
canvass throughout the country. Asa 
consequence National Committees gave 
particular attention to that State and sent 
funds there to be disbursed by the local 
managers. “It was then that the State 
gained a reputation for political corrup- 
tion from which it has not yet recovered. 
The Portsmouth Navy Yard and the 
Federal offices in the State became agen- 
cies of ‘political debauchery, and the 
bribery of voters was flagrant and scarce- 
ly concealed. The September election 
in’ Maine this year was regarded as 
of peculiar significance on account 
of ‘the fact that the Republican 
candidate for President was a citizen of 
that State, as he must always be a citizen 
of some State. The result was a concen- 
tration of effort upon the State canvass 
and the production of a factitious excite- 
ment that precluded the possibility of a 
calm consideration of the issues involved. 
Funds were lavished upon the canvass, 
and the buying of votes was open and 
shameless. 

The mischief is still greater when an 
election occurs'in an important State 
within a month preceding a Presidential 
election. It is not easy to conceive the 
disturbance of business and of popular 
equanimity, the abuses and corruption 
that might be produced in this State in a 
campaign like the present, if there were a 
State election in October. Pennsylvania 
and Indiana have been through the 
experience, and their “citizens have 
been wise enough in their own inter- 
est to take them out of the turmoil 
of October elections. The majority in 
Pennsylvania used to be regarded as a 
presage of the result of the Presidential 
contest, and under the stress of the ef- 
forts to increase or diminish it every 
form of abuse and corruption prevailed 
in the State canvass. The work of carrying 
Indiana four years ago by the application 
of ‘‘soap” under the supervision of Dor- 
sEY and the practical direction of Dup- 
LEY is well remembered. Its effect upon 
the standard of public morality was not 
confined to the people of the State. It 
defiled the public service in Washington, 
where Commissioner BENTLEY, an ef- 
ficient and experienced officer, was re- 
moved in order that DUDLEY might have 
his reward. It even entailed obligations 
to Dorsey which had much to do with 
the failure of the efforts to bring him to 
justice for his participation in the star 
route frauds. 

This year the October election has made 
of Ohio the scene of a shameful exhibi- 
tion, which fails to produce its legitimate 
effect on the popular judgment because in 
its main features it is too familiar. There 
has been no chance in that State of a fair 
contest of strength between the two 
parties, because the conduct of the can- 
vass has practically been taken out of the 
hands of the people of the State. The 
candidate of one party in the national 
contest, with which the State elec- 
tion has no direct relation, has been 
paraded up and down the State for the 
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purpose of stirring up excitement and 
preventing calm action by the citizens, 
The efforts and resources of the National 
Committees have been concentrated upon 
the State in a fierce struggle for votes. In 
defiance of every principle of civil service 
reform and public decency Federal officers 
from the capital have been acting as 
campaign workers for one party at the 
expense of the people of the whole coun- 
try, and United States Marshals have con- 
sidered themselves the servants of a party 
bound to use their power for its success, 
Every abuse of the elective franchise, 
such as colonizing voters, repeating at the 
ballot box, and direct bribery, have been 
encouraged, and in the large cities the 
election has been made the occasion of 
tumult, disorder, and violence. 


Popular government is beset with many 
dangers, and the corruption of the fran- 
chise and the prostitution of the public 
service to party ends are among the great- 
est. These are vastly increased by the 
holding of State elections within a few 
weeks previous to the national election. 
Ohio will do much toward mitigating 
these evils by holding its elections here- 
after in November, as is now done by two- 
thirds of all the States. 


THE TRANSFERRED BONDS. 


The House Judiciary Committee under- 
took, in the investigation of 1876, to dis- 
cover whether or not Mr. BLAINE, while 
holding the office of Speaker in 1871, had 
induced Tuomas A. Scott and the Union 
Pacific Company to buy from him the 75 
Little Rock and Fort Smith land grant 
bonds of $1,000 each which the Union 
Pacific Company had taken from some- 
body at a rate far above the market price. 
Before his letters to FISHER were made 
public Mr. BLAINE strove by many false- 
hoods to conceal his dealings in Little 
Rock securities. . He was unwilling that his 
Maine friends should know how he had 
used them for his own benefit, and he was 
unwilling that the public should know 
how deeply he had been interested in the 
securities of a company whose land grant 
had been preserved and made valuable by 
laws enacted while he was Speaker. There 
was another and a more powerful motive. 
Three land grant railroad companies had 
made mysterious purchases of Little Rock 
bonds at high prices at a time when these 
bonds were of little value and when these 
companies were procuring legislation. He 
was unwilling that the public should 
know that he had had Little Rock bonds 
to sell. 

The recently published Blaine-Sanborn 
correspondence throws some’ additional 
light upon the main charge considered by 
the committee. Disaster came upon the 
Little Rock Road in the first months of 
1871.. On May ‘17 and. May, 29, 1871, 
BLAINE took from JOSEPH A. SANBORN and 
BaILEY $28,000 in land grant bonds and 
$27,000 in first mortgage bonds, agreeing 
to account for them at 70 cents on the dol- 
lar, which he did on May 31. How many 
land grant and other bonds had he to sell or 
to account for in the first months of 1871, 
when the Union Pacific bought, through 
Scott, $75,000 land grants and two other 
companies bought $150,000 in first mort- 
gages? ! It is shown by his letters that he 
had then received from FISHER $55,000 in 
land grants. If we leave out of the ques- 
tion the $20,000 said to have been re- 
ceived from CALDWELL and the $50,000 
given as collateral, which he sold, at 60 
cents on the dollar, there » should 
be added to~ the $55,000 the $28,- 
000 taken back from the Maine 
men, making $83,000 in alk Only 
four days after the Sanborn and Bailey 
bonds were accounted for at 70 cents by 
BLAINE, the 75 land grant bonds which 
Scort said he had bought from CALDWELL 
‘*in the beginning of 1870,” several months 
before the bonds were dated and before the 
land grant mortgage was recorded, were 
made the basis of a loan in MORTON, BLIss 
& Co.’s office, and in the following De- 
cember they became the property of the 
Union Pacific. 


It has been said that these bonds could 
not have been the bonds taken back from 
Maine men. Very true. Only $28,000 in 
land grants were taken from SANBORN 
and BAILEY.* But BLAINE had $55,000 of 
his own, making $83,000 in his hands. If 
he sold $75,000 of these to the Union 
Pacific through Scott, he had $8,000 re- 
maining. In 1873 he received $40,000 
more land grants from FISHER; $8,000 
and $40,000 are $48,000, the exact nwmber 
of land,grant bonds which he turned in 
at the reorganization under foreclosure 
in 1874. 

The bonds sold to the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific and Missouri, Kansas and Texas Com- 
panies were first mortgages, $100,000 to the 
first named road at 79 cents.and $50,000 
to the second at the same rate. Mr. 
BLAINE boldly declared in a speech made 
before the investigation and before the 
Fisher letters were made public that he 
was ‘‘entirely familiar” with these nego- 
tiations. There were sold to the Maine 
men at least $160,000 in first mortgages, 
and only $71,000 of these were turned in 
at the reorganization. The remain- 
der—$89,000—does not equal the amount 
sold to the companies, but it is 
probable that additional first mort- 
gages had come into BLAINE’s hands, 
for on June 14, 1871, he wrote to 
FisHErR: ‘‘I have paid and caused to be 
paid into your treasury about $250,000.” 
Stock accompanied these sales of bonds to 
the two railroad companies, and on May 
28, 1871, one week before the Union Pa- 
cific bonds made their appearance, BLAINE 
begged FISHER in a letter, very recently 
published, to let him have ‘‘ two informal 
certificates—one for $50,000 common 
stock and one for $50,000 preferred 
stock.” He would need them, he said, for 
only ashort time. This stock was loaned 
to him by FisHer. The correspondence 
to which we have referred reveals some 
other interesting coincidences relating to 
these peculiar transactions with the three 
railroad companies. 


How deeply were these companies and 
Mr. Scott interested in the Spring of 
1871 in Congressional legislation? On 
March 8, 1871, the bill granting 14,000,000 
acres of land to the Texas Pacific became 
alaw. The history of that bill, revived by 
‘the Backbone Road job, shows that no more 
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of Congress. On Feb. 24, 1871, the Union 
Pacific Company was empowered by 
act of Congress to issue $2,500,000 
bonds for the construction of a 
bridge. On March 3, 1871, the Balti- 
more and Potomac Road obtained 
a most valuable franchise in the city of 
Washington, and on April 20, 1871, the 
bill authorizing the Atlantic and Pacific 
to issue mortgage bonds became a law. 
If the investigation had not been inter- 
rupted by BLAINE’s illness and brought to 
an end by his transfer to the Senate, the 
committee might have discovered why 
and from whom men and companies so 
deeply interested in legislation bought at 
79 and 80 cents bonds that were not worth 
half that price. 


CAMELS. 


The British military authorities, having 
decided to employ a camel corps in Egypt, 
have issued an order instructing the sol- 
diers to treat the camels “with kindness 
and consideration,” and strictly forbid- 
ding the use of ‘‘foullanguage” in the 
hearing of those interesting animals. 

The camel is said by those who are well 
acquainted with him to be about one- 
third more exasperating than the army 
mule. Like the latter beast, he kicks, 
but, his legs being strengthened by nat- 
ural angle irons, and being twice as 
long as the mule’s legs, he can do corre- 
spondingly greater execution with them. 
No intelligent Arab will approach within 
eighty feet of a camel’s hind legs, 
and even -with this precaution nearly 
one-half of an average Arab caravan 
is kept in the air by accidents from 
camels’ legs. As for biting, the army 
mule is a mere beginner in comparison 
with the camel, who will bite entirely 
through a mountain howitzer without an 
effort. The mule has hisintervalsof good 
temper, but the camel is always misan- 
thropic. Moreover, the camel is rendered 
so conceited by the possession of half a 
dozen spare stomachs, with watertight 
bulkheads, that he will never sacrifice his 
opinion to that of his driver. And this is 
the animal who is to be treated with ‘‘ kind- 
ness and consideration,” and who is never 
to be whipped or sworn at ! 

If this order is obeyed the fate of the 
camel corps can be easily foreseen. Heed- 
less of the coaxing of the driver the camels 
will carry the British soldiers who are 
compelled to mount them straight into the 
heart of the Sahara, where the soldiers 
will either perish of thirst or of camels’ 
heels. . In vain will they be addressed as 
‘good camels” and offered sugar and 
other delicacies. . The beasts will be filled 
with contempt for the weakness of their 
riders, and will lose no time in demon- 
strating that a healthy camel is the mas- 
ter of the man who treats him with kind- 
ness and consideration. 

What Lord WOLSELEY ought to do is to 
send to America for a corps of veteran 
army teamsters, selecting only those who 
can pass a good examination in competi- 
tiveswearing. These men might be able 
to manage the camels as well as the Cana- 
dian voyageurs are.able to manage the 
rapids of the Nile.’ At any rate the order 
requiring camels to be treated with kind- 
ness and consideration should be prompt- 
ly rescinded, for kindness is as completely 
thrown away upon the camel as reasoning 


is thrown away upon the Blaine man. 


Birmingham in our day furnishes more 
vicious and destructive mobs, on small 
provocation, than any other town in En- 
gland...

DOLPH.CHURCHILL, who seems ambitious 
to add the reputation of a hypocrite to 
that of a demagogue, intimated that the 
mob was composed of atheists bent upon 
excluding the Bible’ from the public 
schools, while he demonstrated his own 
Christian spirit by moving a resolution 
pledging the Conservatives of Birming- 
ham to retaliate by mobbing Mr. CHam- 
BERLAIN, the most active leader of the 
Birmingham Radicals, 





The failure of Maud S. to beat her own 
time at Hartford yesterday probably 
leaves the trotting record of 1884 where 
she set it in August. The wind which 
blew across the course yesterday was 
alleged by her driver to be a handicap of 
at least four seconds. There is, indeed, 
no reason to doubt that the mare herself 
was in quite as good condition as 
when she made 2:09 3-4 at Cleve- 
land. The common belief of horse- 
men that a hot day is necessary 
to elicit the greatest speed of a trotter, if 
it be well founded, would turn the chances 
of success in favor of time. The records 
seem to confirm that belief. Flora Tem- 
ple’s famous beating of 2:20 was indeed 
effected a day later in the season than 
Maud S.’s failure to beat 2:09 8-4, her 
2:19 3-4 having been made at Kalamazoo 
Oct. 15, 1859. But each of thesteps by 
which her record has been lowered 
10 seconds has been taken some weeks 
earlier in the season. Dexter’s 2:171-4 was 
made Aug. 14, 1867. Goldsmith Maid’s 
2:14 was made Sept. 2, 1874. Raruws’s 
2:18 1-4 was made Aug. 23, 1878. St. Ju- 
lien’s 2:11 1-4 was made Aug. 27, 1880. 
Jay-Eye-See, the animal which enjoys 
the unique distinction of having “held, 
the record” for one day, broke it with 
2:10 Aug. 1, to have his time beaten the 
next day. These facts indicate that the 
record at the beginning of September is 
very likely to remain the record for the 
year. 


It is easy to believe that the vergers of 
Westminster Abbey were much astonished by the 
apparition in that eaifice of 500 persons simul- 
taneously kneeling at the shrine of EDWARD the 
Confessor and praying “for the conversion of 
England to her ancient faith.” As a favorable 
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answer to the prayer would take the Abbcy from 
the heretical hands of the Dean, and leave tho 
Anglican vergers, as the worldly put it, * out of 
a job,” the vergers must have inwardly resented 
the performance asa liberty. In the absence of 
any instructions, however, they proceeded upon 
the general principle that anybody is entitled to 
put up prayers in the Abbey, provided he does so 
in a decorous and orderly manner. It is not ex- 
plained whether the prayers of the Roman Catho- 
lies were silent. If they were audible it wil! be 
difficult to show why a brigade of the Salva- 
tion Army may not invade the Abbey and 
offer petitions according to its own notions of 
decorum, which do not conform to those cither 
of the Roman Catholics or of the Anglicans.

that he may be deprived of the emoluments.ac- 
cruing from his position as a custodian of the 
Abbey for the Church of England.

WORCESTER'’S BICENTENNIAL,

: THE EVENT CELEBRATED WITH APPROPRIATR 


EXERCISES. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 14.—The work 
of the decorators has been in progress all 
day, and to-night Main and Front streets are 
fairly lined with bunting, arranged in tasteful 
folds upon thefronts of the business blocks. The 
Plymouth Caurch chimes gave the signal até 
o’clock for a grand illumination of the city, 
which is now in progress. The streets are 
thronged with people, thousands of strangers 
having arrived in the city on the late afternoon 
<rains, and not only the sidewalks, but the 


‘ Wagon pavements, are covered with pedes- 


trians. The city has never presented so 
gay an appearance—long rows and fes- 
toons of brilliantly colored Chinese lan- 
terns pendent from the roofs of buildings 
set off the bright buntiag behind them to good 
advantage and give to the decorations a beauty 


which they do not possess in the daylight. The old 
common is hung with myriads of Chinese lan- 
terns and upon the top of tbe tall flagstaff is an 
immense illuminated star. The Reception Com- 
mittee has been busily engaged during the after- 
noon at the Union Station welcoming invited 
guests, many of whom came to-day to take part 
in the literary exercises in Mechanic's Hall this 
evening. The guests with prominent citizens 
assembled in the Ray State Parlors at 7 o’clock 
and marched to Mechanics’. fall, which was 
already packed. The hall was beautifully 
trimmed with streamers of bunting. Upon 
the gallery rail at the back of the hall 
were placed the names of the iliustrious 
pioneers of the settlement, Thomas Pren- 
tice, Daniel Gookin, and Daniel Henchman, 
who selected the name of Worcestcr and peti- 
tioned the General Court to confer it upon the 
settiement they had founded. Among the guests 
present upon the platform were Gov. Robinson, 
Pp udge Charles Devens, Judge E. R. Hoar. and 
Mr. E. 8. Hoar, of Concord, brothers of the 
orotor of the evening; the Hon. E. I. Thomas, of 
Brookline, a descendant of Isaiah Thomas; 
Mayor Milton Reed, of Fali River; Mayor Thom- 
as Strahan, of Chelsea; Mayor Henry G. Lewis, 
of New-Haven, Conn.; Mayor Calvin Page, of 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Judge T. L. Nelson, of the 
United States Court, and Sergt. Plunkett, the 
armless color bearer of the Twenty-first Regi- 
ment, to whom Senator Hoar alluded in his ora- 
tion. There were also a long number of promi- 
nent citizens of Worcester present, among them 
ex-Mayors W. W. Rice, E. L. Davis, Clark Jill- 
son, Charles B. Pratt, F. H. Kelley, E. B. Stod- 
— and 8. E. Hildreth. 
The exercises in the hall opened with an organ 
relude by Mr. B. D. Allen, and the cating of 
ucken’s loyal song from the German by a se- 
lected double quartet of male voices. Prayer 
was oifered by the Rey. C. M. Lamson, Pastor of 
the Salem-Street Congregational Church, after 
which Mayor Charles G. Reed delivered a bricf 
historical address. The double quartet sang 
stanzas from John Pierpont’s ode written for 
the Boston bicentennial in 1830, after which the 
Hon. George F. Hoar delivered an oration.. Mr. 
Hoar was listened to with attention throughout 
and was frequently applauded. At the close of 
his oration the audience, led by the choir, sang 
an old anniversary hymn of Isaac Watts—“ Let 
children hear the mighty deeds”—to the tune of 
St. Martins.

-He 
paid eloquent tribute to the character of the 
early pioneers of Worcester, who came not as 
adventurers, but to plant here their homes and 
to overcome by hard labor the savagery of 
man and nature. Solaced by religion and de- 
voted to liberty they set themselves to do the 
Lord’s work, thinking no sacrifice in that behalf 
too great for them to endure. The Governor 
alluded to the transformation that had taken 
place since those early days, and spoke of the 
Worcester of to-day as a beautiful city, unsur- 
passed in the State in general thrift and content. 
ment. He said the sentiment of this community 
had been largely influential in shaping the policy 
ot the commonwealth. He brought to this meet- 
ing the Congratulations of Massachusetts and 
her abundant greeting. 

Ex-Attorney-General Deyens, who was intro- 
duced as the commander of the old Worcester 
County Fifteenth Kegiment, spoke briefly of thé 
liberty loving founders of the settlement of 
Worcester and of their connection with Crom- 
well’s Parliamentary army, and said that to such 
men as these was due the stand the American 
colonies took against Great Britain which re- 
sulted in the war of the Revolution. It wag 
the same spirit that possessed the men of 
our late war. They were -the bronze 
recast of that old heroic age. He closed with an 
expression of pride in Worcester, whose citizen 
he claimed to be. At the close of Gen. Devens’s 
address the band played * America” and the 
audience dispersed. O-morrow’s programme 
includes an immense civic and military proces- 
sion, a balloon ascension, and a display of fire- 
works.

FLAMES ON THE NORMANDIE. 


DAMAGED ‘SOMEWHAT, BUT NOT ENOUGH 
TO PREVENT HER SAILING TO-DAY. 

The discovery of a fire last evening-on 
board the steamer Normandie, the crack vessel 
of the French Transatlantic Company, lying at 
her wharf at the foot of Morton-street, North 
River, caused great commotion among the of- 
ficers and crew. The Normandie, which is com- 
mande4d by Capt. Franguel, is to sail at 2 P. M. 
to-day for Havre. She is fully loaded, and was 
ready for sea last evening. Her officers and 
crew numbering 180 men, were on board. Shortly 
before 7 o’clock a number of waiters were at 


dinner in their messroom, which is on the lower 
deck aft, when they were surprised by a strong 
odor of burning wood. Light smoke was also 
seen coming up from below. 

It was soon discovered that the wooden bunks 
in one of the compartments, which is on the 
lower deck, in the after part of the vessel, were 
on fire. An alarm was sent out, and' when the 
firemen arrived they found the ofticers and crew 
in a state of great excitement, engaged in drag- 
ging out lines of hose about the deca and pre- 
paring to deluge the vessel. They would not at 
first permit the firemen to board the vessel, 
being apparently anxious to extinguish the 
fire without extraneous aid. Chief Gicquel, 
who speaks French, remonstrated with the offi- 
cers, and induced them to withdraw the crew 
and leave the task of extinguishing the flames 
to the firemen. The latter, after they got to 
work, soon had the flames under control. Be- 
fore the fire, however, could be extinguished 
the truckmen were obliged to tear down all the 
wooden berths in the steerage compartment: 
The iron decks prevented the spread of the 
flames. 

The damage to the vessel is estimated at $2,500; 
The fire will not prevent the departure of the 
Normandie, and it is expected that she will sail 
promptly at the advertised hour.

About 2.500 persons gathered in the 
frookiyn Rink last night to hear John P. St. 
John, the Prohibition candidate for President, 
tell why they should vote for htm. About 700 of 
those who were present will not vote for Mr. St, 
John. They were women, They were by far 
the most enthusiastic people in the meeting 
early in the evening. After the men became 
aroused they made more noise than the women 
and waved almost as many handkerchiefs. Most 
of the men present had left thelr salad days far 
behind them. Many of them were long past the 
middie age. There was a number of young men 
in the rear of the hall andin the gallery, They 
observed the proceedings with about as much 
enthusiasm as the obelisk evinces over the daily 
procession along the Park drive. 

The only decoration in the hall was a poster 
Announcing a coming meeting of the St. John 
and Daniel Club of the Eleventh Assembly Dis- 
trict. The audience amused themselves in read- 
ing it until tho dignitaries of the evening ap- 
peared. The dignitaries were Samuel Hockey, 
President of the local campaign committee; its 
Secretary, W. E. Brown: its Corresponding Sec- 
retary, G. W. Salter; the Rev. Dr. W, H. Boole, 
Florace E. Waters, Dr. H. 8, Smith, President J. 
B. Gibbs, of the Manhattan Temperance Society; 
Pr. T. &. Lambert, W. McK. Gatchell, and Jobn 
NN. Stearns, President of the National Temper- 
ance Society, who presided, When Mr. St. John 
appeared he was greeted with hearty cheering. 
After a song by a quartet and prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. C. L. Wells, of the Flatbush Reformed 
Church, Mr. Stearns made a brief introductory 


speech, and then announced that the Campaign 
Committee wanted $1,000. “ Will every man 
here give $1?” he asked. “ Yes,’’ answered two 
boys in the gallery. And then a collection was 
taken up,after which Mr. Stearns introduced 
Mr. St. John. ; : 

The candidate was received with vociferous 
cheering when he stepped forward. He isa man 
ot medium height and sturdy build. His iron- 

ray hair is close cropped over his broad, high 
forehead. A pair of smali, keen gray eyes 
sparkle beneath prominent eyebrows and on 
either side of astraicht nose. A long, brownish 
mustache, tinged with gray, spreads over a 
close, firmly set mouth anda square jaw. The 
avhole face is earnest. Mr. St. Jobn was sutfer- 
ing from hoarseness last night, but spoke dis- 
tinctly in aringing voice that was audible ail 
over the building, and with graceful, emphatic 

tures. The audience heard him with frequent 
Bpplause and constantly increasing enthusiasm. 

Mr. St. John said that yesterday in Ohio had 
taken place the greatest political struggle ever 
seen inthat State. Great quantities of whisky 
and beer had been drank. The question had 
een not to see which of the old parties could 
obtain the zreateetinumber of church and school- 
house votes, but of whisky votes. They had not 
a single issue that reached the heart of the peo- 

le. Extract from each platform all that was 
abusive of the opposing party and all that 
was in praise of itself and no one 
could tell the difference between. The 
Democrats declared for a tariff to pro- 
tect industries, and tbe Republicans for 
Industries protected by a tariff. The Prohibi- 
tionists had the only true issue. They demanded 
the suppression forever of the dram shops. The 
Democratic Party declared that it was opposed 
toallsumptuary laws. It does not know what 
that means. but it means no law against liquor. 
The Republican Party declared in favorof the 

reatest diversity of industries. The manu- 
acture of machinery for breweries and distill- 
ries and of beer and whiskies was industry. 

“T now,” said the speaker, “ask the New-York 
State Temperance Assembly, now in its infancy, 
flaughter. | how they can go before God witha 

allot in favor of the Republican Party.” Mr. 
Blaine, in whose favor the speaker bad been 
asked to withdraw, had proposed to make the 
Jiguor traffic a perpetual source of revenue to 
the country. “ When brought face to face with 
the liquor question in his own State, instead of 
displaying a white plume,” said Mr. St. Jobn, 
*he showed the white feather. [Applause.] 
They’ve got to give mea man if they ask me to 
withdraw in his favor.”” [Great applause.] The 
Republican convention had been asked to recog- 
mize the right of the people to be heard on this 
question, but the platform of the party was 
éilent. 

“I said then,” safd the speaker, ‘as I say to 
you now, that if I lived till November, God 
helping me, I would condemn such practices by 
my ballot... The Republicans had found room 
to speak of the Mormons. There are ten times 
gs many of them now as there were when the 
party came into power. How long at this rate 
would it take them to abolish Mormonism. The 
way to crush out polygamy was to crush it. The 
Republicans opposed the Chinamen. Why? Be- 
cause they did not vote. If they had a vote to- 
day neither of the old parties would dare to 
erook a finger at them. The planks in the 

latform were just to catch the Pacific vote. If 

he had a vote the politician would waik up be- 
long cue, would 
say, “John, that’s a daisy!’ They would be 
forming cue clubs all over the ogee © They 
had used equally thin methods of catching the 
votes of the Irish people and the Germans and 
the sheep industry. “It our boys were made 
out of pig iron,” said Mr. St. John, * we could 
get them protected, too.”

New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 14.—In a letter 
to Messrs. A. 8. Chase and F. J. Brown, of Wa- 
terbury, Millionaire Gordon W. Burnham, of 
New-York, gives reasons for supporting Cleve- 
landin preference to Blaine. Among the Re- 
publican leaders in Waterbury the letter, which 
has been freely shown by its recipients, has cre- 
ated extreme consternation. Gordon Burnham 
occupies about the same position in Waterbury’s 
financial circles as does ex-Goy,. English in those 
of New-Haven. He is the President of the 
Benedict & Burnham Manufacturing Campany 
and of other concerns, and he is besides a stock- 


holder or a Director in nearly every manufac- 
tory ona lucratively paying basis there, his in- 
terests in Waterbury alone aggregating over 
$1,000,000. His public bequests, especially of late 
year's, have been magnificentiy liberal. He is 
the donor of the Webster Statue now standing 
in Centra) Park, New-York City, while the 
costly chime of bells of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, at Waterbury, aiso attest is 
generous liberality. Mr. Burnham not only 
considers Mr. Blaine as one of the 
worst representatives of vicious politics, but 
thinks his so-called foreign policy would not 
tend to increase business confidence in or out of 
America.

THE FRENCH PREPARING AN- 
OTHER ATTACK ON TAMSUTI., 
LAYING THE BLAME FOR DEFEAT ON THE 
HOME AUTHORITIES—ASKING FOR MORE 

MONEY FOR WAR PURPOSES. 

Hone Kone, Oct. 14.—Admiral Courbet 
is reinforcing the French squadron before Tam- 
sui, Formosa, and is preparing to renew the at- 
tack upon that town. He has sent Admiral 
Lespes, who was recently defeated by the Chi- 
nese, back to Kee-Lung. 

Paris, Oct. 14.—The Gaulois charges that 
Prime Minister Ferry is answerable for the de- 
feat of the French at Tamsui. It states that 
Admiral Courbet designed to operate on Tamsui 
with his whole force under his own command, 
being unwilling to trust Admiral Lespes with so 
important an operation, but orders were issued 
from Paris in opposition to Courbet’s plans, in 
ignorance of the means at the command of the 
Chinese to defend Tamsui, which prevented 
Courbet from doing as he desired. 

A letter from the French Consul at Shanghai 
to the Senior European Consul there is pub- 
lished. The writer promises that the French 
will not attack Shanghai or Woo-Sung unless 
China violates tne law of neutrality. The mer- 
chants of Hai-Fong, at the invitation of the 
French agent there, have formed themselves 
into a Chamber of Commerce, with M. Constan- 
tin as President and M. Faure as Vice-President.

eral assent. 


Lonpon, Oct. 14.—A Paris dispatch to 
the Telegraph Exchange says that the evidence 
in the Congo Yellow Book that France is dis- 
posed to submit to the views of Germany has 
produced a bad impression, and fears are ex- 
pressed that Germany is duping France. The 
iVational, of Paris, fears that the tone of the 
Yellow Book will accentuate antagonism be- 
tween France and England. 

France and Germany will propose at the Congo 
conterence of the powers in Berlin that the 
Danubian system be applied on the Congo.

ELEVATED RAILROADS W 


THEIR TAXES REDUCED ABOUT A 
MILLION. 

JUDGE PRATT DECIDES THAT THE TAX 

COMMISSIONERS WERE WRONG AND HE 


REVISES THEIR FIGURES. 

Since the elevated railroads have been in 
existence the city has received from them, by 
way of taxes, the sum of $186,187 47. This amount 
was paid to the Clerk of Arrears by the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company on July 29, 1881, for taxes 
imposed on the structure of the New-York Ele- 
yated Railroad Company, considered as real es- 
tate, for the years 1879 and 1880. The collection 
of a)) the other taxes imposed on the New-York, 
Metropolitan, and Manhattan Companies forthe 
years since 1879 has been resisted, on the ground 
that the assessments on which they were based 
were made illegally. To review the assessments 
the three companies obtained writs of certiorari. 

As the city claimed that the writs were inef- 
fective, the Manhattan and Metropolitan Com- 
panies joined as plaintiffs in an equity suit 
egainst the Mayor and the Tax Commissioners, 
the correction of all the assessments from 1879 
to 1882, both years inclusive, being the end 
sought. This suit and all the certiorari pro- 
ceedings were heard by Judge Calvin E. Pratt, 
in the Supreme Court, Special Term, last Juve. 


Decisions favorable to the railroad companies, 
by reducing the taxes claimed from them, were 
rendered by him yesterday.

Judge Pratt first prepared an opinion embody- 
ing his views as to the principles to be applied 
in the taxation of corporations, and then wrote 
opinions showing how he applied them to the 
cases at bar. In his view it was necessary for 
the court to correct the assessments, and hence 
the taxes, in accordance with the conclusions of 
law arrived at by him, for the reason that the 
Jaw does not provide for a reassessment by the 
Tax Commissioners after a reversal of their 
original assessments. 

After holding that the determinations of the 
Tax Commissioners could be reviewed by cer- 
tiorari, and thus overruling the contention of 
the city, and after noting the changes in the tax 
laws since 1825, Judge Pratt says that to ascer- 
tain a private corporation’s personal estate the 
Assessors must first fix the actual value of its 
capital, and then deduct from it theactual value 
of the company’s real estate. The remainder will 
be the assessable value of the persunal estate. 
He points out that the market value of stock is 
not always indicative of its actual value, because 
of the system followed by so many corporations 
in giving their entire capital stock for property, 
to purchase credit, or to cover up profits for 
their promoters. As the object to be attained is 
to tax property at its actual value, he asks: “Is 
it not competent and proper, under certain cir- 
cumstances, for the taxing officer to go behind 
the market value of the stock and thus ascertain 
the real value of the property of tne corpora- 
tions?” 

This course would be justified, the Judge 
answers, where for instance the stock had be- 
come temporarily greatly depressed or “ cor- 
nered” for speculative purposes. “In the one 
case,” he says, * a corporation would escape its 
just burdens, and in the other suffer by reason 
of the unauthorized acts of other parties.” The 
difficulty of the Tax Commissioners in the ele- 
vated railroad cases, he declares, is attributable 
to the acts of the promoters and managers of 
the railroad corporations. He does not wish to 
characterize those acts connected with the build- 
ing of the roads and the issuance of bonds and 
stock, but says that it is difficult to believe that 
the structures, if paid for in cash, would have 
cost over $400,000 a mile,fand that it is certain 
that no value was ever received by the Manhat- 
tan Company for the $15,000,000 of stock with 
which it took up its bonds. 

“ But.” continues Judge Pratt, “ what the. 

romoters of those corporations may have done 
s no concern of the taxing officers. Their duty 
is plain, under the law, to ascertain what prop- 
erty is subject to taxation, and to assess it at its 
actual value.”” As the elevated railroads were 
not known when the law of 4857 was passed, that 
Jaw gave the Asseesors littie light. Their best 

uide in assessing the elevated structures would 
eg been the cost of the structures or the cost of 
replacing them,asascertained by themselves after 
actual persona! examination of the property. The 
law put this duty of personal examination on 
them, but they did not perform it. On the con- 
trary, the Deputy Tax Commissioners or As- 
sessors seemed to have fixed their assessments 
onthe basis of figures determined on by the 
Tax Commissioners. their superiors. This 
course, Judge Pratt says, was erroneous, If 
they had acted properly in the determination of 
the structural tax they would have had but littie 
difficulty by subtraction in ascertaining the 
amount of persona) property. 

In the case of the Manhattan Company, which 
had no real estate, the Assessors were not bound 
to set off the cost of the leases bought by it be- 
cause they were not real estate for the purposes 
of taxation. But they were bound to take into 
consideration the plain fact that the company 
was insolvent, the leases having proved an in- 
— to it, and that therefore its capital stock 

ad no actual value, as the “pe ~e merely pos- 
sessed a right to operate the railroads of 
the other two companies. Everything else 
it possessed had been taxed as property of 
the other two companies, and to tax it again 
as capital stock of the Manhattan was double 
taxation, which was not excused by the plea or 
fact that the issuance of the $13,000,000 of stock 
was a fraud onthe public, even assuming that 
to be true. Reverting tothe assessment of the 
structures Judge Pratt declares that they were 
unjust because not made as assessments on other 
real estate are made. In other words, the As- 
sessors should have found their assessable value 
by deducting, as in other cases, 30 or 40 per cent. 
of their cost, or trading value, and should have 
further allowed a reduction for annual deterior- 
ation and repairs. 

Taking up the cases one by one, Judge Pratt 
applies the principles above stated. He holds 
that the equity suitis good for the attainment 
of whatever remedies the plaintiffs showed them- 
selves to be entitied to, without regard to the 
specific prayer of the complaint. It is not nec- 
essary tofollow him in his discussion of this 
action and of the certiorari proceedings. In 
brief, he decides that the Manhattan Company is 
not properly assessea for personal estate, and he 
thus cuts off $393,342 08 for taxes, based on such 
assessments up to 1883. Asto the Metropolitan 
Company, he decides that it was properly taxed 
$92,966 43 0n an assessment of $3,603,250 in 1879, 
but that the assessments for the other years 
were unequal and unjust because the deduc- 
tions for deterioration of its structure were not 
made and because it was not allowed a margin 
of from 30 to 40 per cent., just as other real es- 
tate owners are, their ee being assessed at 
what it would probably bring at a foreclosure 
sale. The Judge therefore revises the —

TURFMEN IN COURT. 


THE ALLEGED ASSAULT ON MR. BERGH’S 
OFFICER AT JEROME PARK. 

Police Justice Murray was buttoned in- 
side a close-fitting Prince Albert coat and sat at 
the head of a table in the private examination 
room of the Fifty-seventh-street court at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Elbridge T. Gerry 
occupied a chair at Justice Murray’s rignt hand, 
Mr. Bergh’s upright figure formed a sombre sil- 
houette against the window near by, and As- 


sistant District Attorney Fitzgerald leaned his 
chin onthe head of a cune near the group. 
At the foot of the table sat “* Judge” Munson, 
and on his left was Judge Shipman, with his hands 
folded on the head of acane. Police officers and 
men with horsewhip scarf pins were standing 
about, and idlers crowded the entrances to the 
room. The complaint of Alonzo 8. Evans, an 
officer of Mr. Bergh’s society, against “ Judge” 
Munson, as an officer of the Jerome Park Asso- 
ciation, for violent usage on the afternoon of 
Oct. 7 at the race course, was about to be heard. 
Mr. Gerry appeared for Mr. Bergh’s officer and 
Judge Shipman in behalf of Messrs. Munson and 
— ers, who are said to have assaulted Officer 
vans. 

The complainant first testified. He said that 
be had been informed that a horse belonging to 
one W. C. Daly, which hada sore back, was to 
be runinarace. At the Fo he paid 50 cents 
fora field ticket, and was directed the grand 
stand, where, by payment of $1 more, he would 
receive a badge passing him tothe grand stand, 
but the ticket seller had gone, and Officer Evans 
walked on to the stand and down upon the field. 
Applying to Mr. Clark, Superintendent of the 
field, the witness stated his errand, and by Clark 
was conducted to W. C. Daly, owner of Vol- 
taire, the horse with the alleged sore back. Dal 
was willing that the animal should be examined, 
and removed the blanket and saddle. Evans de- 
clared the horse fit to run in the race, which 
was almost immediately to start. The animal 
had been resaddied and Daly and witness stood 
talking. when Messrs. Munson and Withers hur- 
riedly approached. These gentiemen told him 
to * get out,”’ and seized upon and hustled him, 
and one Matthew Sharp also laid violent hands 
upon him. 

W. C. Daty, the owner of the horse, said that 
he stood talking with Officer Evans when Messrs. 
Munson and Withers approached. ‘How did 
you get in here?” they asked. “I paid my way.” 
answered Evans. “ Where’s your badge?” “IT 
have none,” again answered the complainant. 
Then, according to Daly, Mr. Munson put his 
hand under Evans's arm and asked him politely 
to go out, and he went with some reluctance. 

Inspector Dilks testified that Evans stated his 
errand to him, performed it, and was shortly 
surrounded by a crowd, which bore him to the 
.point where witness was standing by the rail on 
the three-quarter stretch, where he rescued the 
complainant, but Evans did not demand the 
arrest of any person. Inspector Dilks did not 
see either Munson or Withers oueier, violence 
upon him. Sergt. Suttey and Capt. Yule con- 
firmed their superior officer. They saw no vio- 
lence on the part of the defendant. 

The case was adjourned at this point until to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 O'clock.

SUING MR. HENRY FOR HIS COMMISSION. 

Mr. William Henry, at that time pub- 
lisher of the Herald, some years ago determined 
to sell a valuable copper mine he owned in New- 
Mexico. Two hundred thousand dollars was the 
price he wanted, and he also wanted a purchaser, 
Such a person, who could pay so lurgean amount 
in cash as Mr. Henry wanted, was apparently 
hard to find, for on Dec. 2, 1882, he entered into a 


contract with Don Carlos Butterfield, in which 
he agreed to pay the Don a commission of $100,- 
000-should he {the Don] bring forth a cash pur- 
chaser of the mine at that price. This, Don 
Carlos claims, he did in the person of Capt. Pryce, 
the authorizea representative of a London syndi- 
cate, which, it was said, was anxious to buy 
Mr. Henry’s property at the price fixed. 
The Don claimed, so Mr. Henry says, to 
have been authorized by Capt. Pryce to 
make the offer, but for some _ reason 
Mr. Henry declined to accept it. Thereupon 
Don Carlos instituted a suit for damages against 
Mr. Henry, laying the amount at $100,000, the 
commission he claimed he was justly entitled to 
in fulfilling his part of the contract. 

A hearing in the case came up before Judge 
Barrett in Part II. of the Supreme Court, Gen- 
eral Term, yesterday. Don rlos testified on 
the stand tothe facts given above, and his case 
was going on swimmingly when his testimony 
was knocked out” by the reading of an affi- 
davit sworn to in London by Capt. Pryce, in 
which he denied ever having authorized Don 
Carlos to offer $200,000 for Mr. Henry’s mine. 
Judge Barrett then dismissed the case without 
letting it go before the jury, on the ground that 
the plaintiff had failed to show that he had 
brought before Mr. Henry a cash purchaser, and 
was therefore not entitied to bis commission. An 
allowance of $250, however, was allowed the de- 
fendant for incidental expenses. W. E, Iliff ap-

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SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


MERCHANTS MUST STUDY THE HABITS AND 
TASTES OF THE NATIVES, 

Gen. George HB. Sharpe, Judge Reynolds, 
and Secretary Curtis, of the Central and South 
American Trade Commission, appointed by 
President Arthur, listened to interesting state- 
ments from several gentlemen, at the Custom 
House, yesterday. Baron Christian Thomsen, a 
merchant who has long been interested in trade 
with Central and South American States, polite- 
ly informed the commission that he did not 
think they could do the merchants engaged in 
that trade any good. The Baron believed that 
the condition of business affairs in the Central 


American countries was satisfactory, and there 
was no necessity of Congress interfering. 

James McGee, President of the De Voe Manu- 
facturing Company, made a long statement 
relative to the exportation of oil. He oes 
as a representative for half a dozen of the lead- 
ing oil companies of this country, including the 
Pratt Company, the Empire Refining Comeany, 
and the Atlantic Refining Company. He said 
that the xy te duties in the various ports of 
Central and South America differed widely, and 
in some instances the duties were very excessive. 
The duties on oil ranged from 10 to 80 centaa 
galion. Of the 15,000,000 gallons of petroleum 
exported annually Mr. McGee stated that 9,500,- 
000 go to China and Japan, 4,000,000 to Mediter- 
ranean ports, and 1,500,000 to Central and South 
America. 

J.B. Houston, President of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, presented the following 
memoranda of what ought to be done to im- 
prove the trade between merchants of this coun- 
try and Central and South America: 

First—The first necessity is the discouragement and 
extinction of revolutions and internecine warfare, 80 
that security may be given to life and property. 

Second—Removal as farus possible of all unneces- 
a” 4 expenses attaching to shipments of goods. 

hird—Removal of harbor dues, lighthouse and 
other taxes, especially on steamers calling frequently 
at many ports of the same nationality, and, by recipro- 
cal treaty or otherwise, the placing of American steam- 
ers on as favorable a basis as those of other nation- 
ulities, enabling them to compete against the large En- 
lish subsidies and the bonuses and drawbacks al- 
owed by France to vessels under its flag. 

Fourth—A_ recommendation for the adaptation on 
the part of manufacturers of goods in the United 
States to the wants undcustoms and even the preju- 
dices and predilections of the customers and consum- 
ers in the various countries, such as the making and 
putting up of cotton goods, prints, &c., in colors, sizes, 
engths, breadths, &c.,to suit the present habits and 
notions of the different peoples; also, that special at- 
tention be paid by them to the manufacture of im- 
proved apparatus for sugar making, cotton ginning, 
coffee curing and cleaning, railroad building, and other 
similar industries, 

The principal trade in all the countnes in 
Central and South America, Mr. Houston stated, 
was one of barter—that is, the products of their 
soil, such as coffee, cotton, cocoa, indigo, cochi- 
neal, rubber, hides, woods, &c., were given in 
exchange for the cotton goods, machinery oils, 
soaps, and cereals of the United States. Mr. 
Houston thought it would be well to have a 
Bureau of Commerce attached to the State or 
Treasury Department to direct the distribution 
of intormation among persons in all of the 
coupaeles who are interested in this international 
trade. 

J.8. Moore addressed the commission at con- 
siderable length, and favored a liberal tariff pol- 
icy. Hesuggested that the United States Gov- 
ernment ought to make a reciprocity treaty 
with each one of the Central and South Amer- 
ican countries under which the products of each 
country might be exchanged free. Mr. Moore 
said that the merchants of this country could 
not, under the existing tariff regulations, hope 
to compete with foreign merchants because the 
American manufacturers have to pay_ such 
heavy mn sede duties onthe articles needed to 
make their respective wares. 

Jutus A, Skilton, who was Consul-General in 
Mexico from 1869 until 1878, said that the United 
States merchants did not know how to select or 

ack goods for the Central and South American 
rade. That trade was monopolized by the En- 
giish, French, and German merchants, first be- 
cause the merchants of those three countries 
had had it from time immemorial, and, secondly, 
because those merchants constantly studied to 
keep the trade. W.H.T. Hughes, of the ship- 
ping house of James E. Ward & Co., also aa- 
dressed the commission.
